forward  Looking  Legislation 


FROM  North,  East,  South,  and 
West  they  came  to  Conclave. 
Boats,  trains,  planes,  ferries,  bridges, 
and  automobiles  of  varied  vintages 
played  their  part  in  bringing  Sig  Eps 
to  their  first  Canadian  Conclave, 
singly,  doubly,  and  in  groups.  Doc- 
tors, Lawyers,  Merchants  and  Chiefs 
who  are  and  who  hope  to  be  were 
there — Delegates  from  all  of  the  sixty- 
six  chapters  save  one,  and  from  the 
Denver,  Des  Moines,  Detroit,  Kansas 
City,  Los  Angeles,  Milwaukee,  New 
York,  Richmond,  and  St.  Louis  Alum- 
ni chapters,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
goodly  number  who  were  without 
porte  folio.  All,  of  whatever  source 
or  station  were,  however,  activated  by 
a  single  desire — to  have  a  part  in  the 
deliberations  which  would  be  for  the 
betterment  and  advancement  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon.  When  they  had  scarcely 
recovered  their  breath,  which  had  all 
but  been  taken  away  by  the  grandeur 
of  the  scenic  wonders  viewed,  those 
who  were  in  attendance  threw  them- 
selves into  the  work  of  the  Conclave 
with  unprecedented  vigor.  This  at- 
tention to  business  which  was  dis- 
played at  the  very  outset,  was  typical 


of  the  entire  Conclave  and  as  a  result 
of  it,  problems  were  thrashed  out  and 
legislation  enacted  which  will  rank  the 
fifteenth  Conclave  as  a  high  point  in 
the  affairs  of  the  fraternity  and  will 
go  a  long  way  toward  the  retention 
for  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  of  her  place 
in  the  sun. 

Conclave  activities  may  be  said  to 
have  had  their  unofficial  beginning  on 
the  train  which  bore  the  major  por- 
tion of  those  who  were  in  attendance 
from  Toronto  to  Huntsville  and  on 
the  boat  which  bore  them  thence  to 
Bigwin  which  in  no  wise  belied  what 
is  commonly  discounted  as  manager- 
ial blurb.  After  dinner  on  Tuesday 
evening  there  was  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee meeting,  and  beginning  at  nine 
o'clock  on  Wednesday  morning  the 
delegates  and  others  gave  themselves 
over  to  Conclave  registration  and  to 
the  having  of  credentials  recognized. 
At  11:17  o'clock  on  Wednesday 
morning,  August  24,  the  fifteenth 
Grand  Chapter  Conclave  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  was  officially  opened 
with  the  Grand  President  in  the  chair 
and  all  of  the  Grand  Officers  present. 
Dispensing   with  the  customary  for- 
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malities  the  Grand  President  launched 
into  an  explanation  of  the  activities 
of  the  Executive  Committee  in  the 
biennium  since  the  last  Conclave  and 
in  so  doing  traced  the  progress  and 
achievements  of  the  fraternity  as  well 
as  the  problems  which  had  confronted 
it  during  that  time.  This  very  able 
explanation  of  the  affairs  of  the  fra- 
ternity  was  prefaced  by  a  statement 
which  may  be  said  to  have  been  the 
keynote  of  the  Conclave.  The  Grand 
President,  in  explaining  the  reason  for 
his  having  made  provision  for  each 
man  to  express  in  writing  his  prefer- 
ence as  to  which  committee  or  com' 
mittees  he  desired  to  serve  on  stated: 
"It  is  the  sincere  desire  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  that  the  delegates,  par- 
ticularly from  the  Active  Chapters, 
take  a  very  active  part  in  the  Con- 
clave and  it  is  for  this  reason  that 
I  have  asked  you  to  signify  the  com- 
mittees that  you  prefer  to  serve  on. 
*  *  *  We  would  like  very  much 
to  have  you  express  yourselves  as  to 
what  you  wish  to  have  done  or  what 
you  wish  to  have  accomplished.  *  *  * 
It  is  our  desire  that  this  Conclave 
be  made  more  than  ever  a  Conclave 
of  the  Active  Chapters.  For  that  rea- 
son we  are,  in  so  far  as  is  possible; 
going  to  turn  over  to  you  the  work 
of  the  Conclave.  We  hope  that  you 
will  put  your  best  efforts  into  the 
work  of  the  committees  to  which  you 
are  assigned. "  As  though  to  express 
their  appreciation  of  this  attitude  of 
the  Grand  President  and  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  the  delegates,  as  has 
been  said,  threw  themselves  into  the 
work  of  the  Conclave  with  unprece- 
dented vigor. 

At  this  point  Grand  Vice  President 
Paul  G.  Koontz  gave  the  report  of 
the  Credentials  Committee  in  which 
was  stated  the  names  of  the  delegates 
who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commit- 
tee, should  be  seated.  The  report  of 
the  committee  was  carried  by  formal 
vote.     Following  this,  Alumni  mem- 


bers in  attendance  were  introduced  to 
the  others  present.  The  Grand  Presi- 
dent called  for  resolutions,  none  being 
presented  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  called  for.  This  report 
in  addition  to  setting  forth  some  of 
the  problems  confronting  the  frater- 
nity with  suggested  solutions  traced 
the  progress  and  achievements  which 
have  been  made  in  the  past  two  years, 
the  high  lights  in  which  may  be  said 
to  be: 

1.  The  installation  of  chapters  at 
Washington  University,  University  of 
New  Mexico,  Tulane  University, 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  University 
of  South  Carolina,  Davidson  College, 
Howard  College,  University  of  Texas, 
and  New  York  University. 

2.  The  excellent  financial  condition 
of  the  fraternity  which  has  made  pos- 
sible : 

(a)  The  addition  of  four  loans  to 
the  nine  which  had  already  been  made 
to  chapters  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing adequate  chapter  houses. 

(b)  The  institution  of  the  Student 
Loan  and  Fellowship  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  making  it  possible  for  Jun- 
iors and  Seniors  in  need  of  financial 
assistance  to  complete  their  courses 
and  for  the  establishment  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  Fellowships  in  the  insti- 
tutions in  which  we  have  chapters  at 
such  time  as  the  fund  shall  have  at- 
tained to  such  an  amount  as  to  make 
this  possible.  The  fund  now  contains 
$16,945.78.  Since  the  first  loan  was 
made  on  March  10,  1930,  ten  loans 
totaling  $2,200  have  been  made  to 
students  representing  six  chapters  in 
as  many  different  states. 

3.  Scholarship  has  been  given  un- 
usual attention  by  the  National  Schol- 
arship Committee  headed  by  Grand 
Marshal  Charles  W.  McKen^ie.  Eight 
Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  Cups  hav: 
been  awarded  to  chapters  which  were 
leaders  in  scholarship  in  their  respec- 
tive institutions. 
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4.  The  Ritual  has  been  revised  and 
reprinted. 

5.  A  handbook  of  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  Plan  of  Finance  has  been 
printed  and  distributed. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  voted 
to  adjourn  until  7:30  p.  m. 

This  first  afternoon  was  given  over 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  "beautiful 
air"  in  praise  of  which  Brother  Jack 
Kennon  was  so  ardent,  to  boating  of 
all  kinds,  to  golf,  to  swimming,  to 
outdoor  bowling,  and  to  "dates.''''  Oh, 
yes!  There  were  "dates,"  and  plenty. 
A  few  of  the  more  conservative  souls 
got  in  the  seemingly  necessary  game 
of  bridge,  and  at  least  one  person  is 
known  to  have  taken  a  nap  while  his 
wife  stayed  awake  to  give  notice  if 
anything  of  unusual  importance  or  in' 
terest  took  place.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  nap  was  only  a  half 
hour  gone  when  he  was  summoned. 

Second  Session 

The  principal  business  of  the  short 
evening  session,  which  was  called  to 
order  at  8:25  p.  m.,  was  the  appoint- 
ment of  committees,  the  presentation 
of  memorials  and  resolutions,  and  the 
reading  of  congratulatory  telegrams 
from  Sig  Eps  and  others  in  various 
parts  of  the  United  States. 

As  a  stimulus  to  greater  effort  in 
learning  and  presenting  our  official 
songs,  Grand  Guard  William  M. 
Francis  announced  that  he  would  give 
an  appropriate  silver  cup  to  the  chap- 
ter which  put  on  the  best  program 
of  Sig  Ep  songs  at  the  next  Conclave, 
the  details  of  the  competition  to  be 
announced  in  the  Journal.  The  sec- 
ond session  of  the  Conclave  adjourned 
at  8:59  to  meet  again  at  9:00  o'clock 
the  following  morning. 

The  evening  was  devoted  to  more 
"dates,"  to  the  dance,  to  committee 
meetings,  and  to  sessions  which  seem 
to  find  place  in  no  particular  category, 
but  were  none  the  less  enjoyable. 


Third  Session 

The  third  Conclave  session,  that  of 
Thursday  morning,  convened  at  9:28 
with  a  goodly  attendance.  Following 
the  presentation  of  memorials  and  re- 
solutions the  report  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  was  given  in  some  detail. 
However,  it  was  made  much  more  in- 
telligible than  might  otherwise  have 
been  the  case  by  the  care  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  to  explain  such  technicali- 
ties as  might  have  been  difficult  of 
lay  understanding.  In  response  to  the 
Grand  President's  call  for  the  reports 
of  special  committees  appointed  at  the 
last  Conclave  the  Grand  Secretary 
read  such  reports  as  there  were  for 
the  Committee  on  Emblems  for  Re- 
tiring Chapter  Presidents,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Song  Books,  the  National 
Vocational  Committee,  and  the  Grand 
Court  Committee.  The  first  two  re- 
ports were  referred  to  the  correspond- 
ing Conclave  commiteees,  the  third 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
fourth  was  discarded. 

A  detailed  report  was  read  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  National  Scholarship 
Committee,  Brother  Charles  W.  Mc- 
Ken2,ie.  Brother  McKen^ie  reviewed 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  legislation  as  to 
scholarship  in  the  light  of  his  two 
years  of  experience  with  it  and  stated 
that  as  the  result  of  that  experience 
he  was  convinced  more  than  ever  that 
"a  good  scholarship  cannot  be  ob- 
tained by  the  enactment  of  legislation 
alone."  He  continued  in  the  same 
vein  by  saying:  "I  do  not  urge  the 
enactment  of  further  legislation  that 
will  make  the  present  law  rigid  and 
enforcible.  *  *  *  I  advise  instead 
that  this  law  be  left  as  it  is  for  the 
present,  with  the  hope  and  expecta- 
tion that  changing  conditions  will 
meet  the  situation."  A  section  of  the 
report  which  won  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause was  that  which  had  to  do  with 
"the  finding  of  some  method  of  plac- 
ing a  premium  on  good  scholarship." 
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In  regard  to  this,  Brother  McKenz;ie 
propounded  three  questions:  "Why 
should  a  brother  or  a  chapter,  for  that 
matter,  be  kicked  when  it  is  down?" 
"Isn't  it  much  better  to  attempt  to 
remove  the  disability  than  to  add  to 
it?"  "Isn't  it  better  to  place  a  pre- 
mium upon  good  scholarship  than  to 
place  a  penalty  upon  poor  scholar- 
ship?" "I  think  it  is,  and  all  my  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  this  side  of 
our  problem,"  was  the  chairman's  own 
answer  to  his  questions.  He  then 
recommended  the  following  proposi- 
tions as  a  basis  for  our  scholarship 
program  for  the  next  biennium: 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  Clifford 
B.  Scott  Memorial  Trophy  by  the 
Grand  Chapter.  This  trophy  to  be 
in  the  shape  of  a  scholarship  key 
charm  to  be  awarded  each  year  to  the 
high  scholarship  man  in  each  of  our 
chapters. 

2.  The  placing  in  each  chapter 
house  of  a  scholarship  trophy  in  the 
form  of  a  plaque  upon  which  will  be 
engraved  the  name  of  the  high  schol- 
arship man  each  year. 

3.  The  allocation  of  $500.00  a  year 
from  the  general  funds  to  be  used  as 
a  scholarship  award  under  certain 
conditions : 

(a)  $250.00  each  year  to  be  divid- 
ed among  the  chapters  standing  first 
scholastically  for  a  full  college  year 
on  their  respective  campuses. 

(b)  $250.00  annually  to  be  divid- 
ed among  chapters  which  during  the 
year  raise  their  standing  from  the  sec- 
ond half  to  the  first  half  of  the  list 
of  fraternities  in  the  various  colleges 
and  universities  where  we  have  chap- 
ters. 

All  of  these  propositions,  when  put 
into  the  form  of  resolutions  by  the 
Conclave  Scholarship  Committee  at  a 
later  time,  were  enthusiastically  ac- 
cepted and  stand  as  one  of  the  high 
points  in  the  legislation  enacted. 
Brother  McKenzie's  report  as  to  the 
present    scholastic    standing    of    the 


chapters  brought  to  light  a  very  great 
laxity  on  the  part  of  the  chapters  in 
sending  in  their  scholastic  reports,  a 
very  regrettable  thing,  indeed,  since 
it  tends  to  defeat  in  part  the  very 
purpose  of  the  scholarship  program. 

There  followed  one  of  the  most  en- 
tertaining periods  of  the  entire  Con- 
clave, that  given  over  to  the  receipt 
of  invitations  for  the  1932  meeting. 
The  invitation  of  Denver  was  pre- 
sented by  E.  V.  Dunklee,  that  of  Los 
Angeles  by  W.  K.  Geary,  that  of 
Chattanooga  by  Herbert  Quails,  that 
of  Hot  Springs  by  J  P.  Cisler  and 
Kavanaugh  Bush,  and  that  of  Kansas 
City  by  Thomas  H.  Neal.  Prose  and 
poetry,  fact  and  fiction,  song  and 
story,  and  superlatives  and  descriptive 
adjectives  of  every  kind  and  degree 
were  brought  into  play  with  such  ef- 
fectiveness that  there  was  a  sincere 
wish  on  the  part  of  the  Conclave  that 
it  might  be  possible  to  make  use  of 
the  jesting  suggestion  made  by 
Thomas  H.  Neal,  that  the  fraternity 
charter  the  Graf  Zeppelin  or  such 
other  dirigible  as  would  accommodate 
the  Conclave  and  accept  all  of  the 
invitations.  No  definite  action  was 
taken  by  the  Conclave  but  instead  the 
matter  by  formal  vote  was  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

A  very  enlightening  discussion  of 
the  vexing  problem  of  chapter  house 
taxation  was  led  by  Brother  E.  V. 
Dunklee  of  the  Denver  Alumni.  So 
important  did  the  problem  seem  to  be 
that  it  was  voted  to  refer  the  matter 
to  a  special  committee  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Grand  President. 

From  the  Constitution  and  Laws 
Committee  came  a  partial  report  rec- 
ommending the  correction  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  what  appeared  to  be  a 
typographical  error,  the  repeal  of  an 
obsolete  section,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion that  Article  V,  Section  2a,  of  the 
Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to 
make  possible  the  installation  of  chap- 
ters in  Canadian  colleges  and  univer- 
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sities  should  this  ever  seem  advisable. 
The  committee's  suggested  amend' 
ments  were  unanimously  accepted, 
subject,  of  course,  to  the  formal  vote 
of  the  chapters. 

On  a  motion  from  the  floor  the  Con- 
clave stood  in  a  rising  vote  of  con- 
gratulation  to  the  Grand  President 
who  happened  that  day  to  be  cele' 
brating  his  birthday.  With  this  the 
third  session  of  the  Conclave  ad' 
journed  to  meet  again  at  2:30  the 
same  afternoon. 

Fourth  Session 

Reports  of  committees  were  con- 
tinued in  the  fourth  session  which 
convened  at  2:45  p.  m.  on  Thursday. 
Resolutions  were  adopted  providing 
for  the  giving  of  thirty  days  notice 
of  the  installation  of  any  new  chap' 
ter  to  all  chapters,  Active  and  Alum' 
ni;  that  a  set  of  bound  Journals  be 
provided  each  chapter  each  year,  each 
chapter  to  bear  the  expense  involved; 
and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
revise  Article  XVI  of  the  Laws  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  for  expul- 
sion of  members  by  the  sub  chapter 
or  its  Alumni  organization  for  out' 
standing  accounts  due  the  fraternity. 
Resolutions  calling  for  an  annual 
Conclave  and  for  a  new  method  of 
admitting  chapters  were  rejected. 
W.  B.  Brown,  Delaware  Alpha,  re- 
porting for  the  Committee  on  Badges 
and  Colors,  advised  that  the  design 
for  retiring  chapter  presidents's  em' 
blems  submitted  by  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  last  Conclave  was  not 
deemed  satisfactory  and  recommended 
that  a  new  committee  work  up  a  fit- 
ting design — this  to  be  submitted  to 
the  chapters  not  later  than  March  1. 
1931.  The  resolution  was  adopted  as 
was  the  resolution  from  the  same  com- 
mittee to  accept  as  the  official  book 
plate  the  design  which  had  previously 
been  submitted.  In  reporting  for  the 
Conclave  Scholarship  Committee,  Al- 
fred V.  Landes,  Oregon  Alpha,  pre- 


sented in  the  form  of  resolutions  the 
program  submitted  in  the  report  of 
the  National  Scholarship  Committee 
and  all  of  these,  as  has  been  noted, 
passed  enthusiastically. 

There  followed  a  most  helpful  dis- 
cussion of  rushing  and  the  problems 
involved.  The  matter  of  deferred 
rushing,  entertainment  and  the  ex- 
pense involved,  the  need  for  a  pledge 
manual  and  a  history  of  the  fraternity 
were  all  considered  in  a  round  table 
discussion  led  by  H.  L.  Bookwalker, 
Ohio  Gamma,  Chairman  of  the  Con- 
clave Committee  on  Rushing. 

The  Committee  on  Chapter  House 
Management,  headed  by  Leonard 
Schulz,  Montana  Alpha,  was  respon- 
sible for  a  similarly  helpful  discussion 
on  this  subject. 

At  this  point  the  session  was  ad- 
journed to  reconvene  at  nine  o'clock 
on  Friday  morning.  In  the  evening 
the  regular  dinner  was  replaced  by  an 
informal  banquet,  after  which  the 
Grand  Secretary  showed  his  rapidly 
increasing  number  of  reels  of  Sig  Ep 
pictures. 

Fifth  Session 

The  fifth  session  of  the  Conclave 
was  called  to  order  at  9:15  o'clock  on 
Friday  morning.  The  first  order  of 
business  after  the  customary  roll  call 
was  the  passage  of  a  resolution  em- 
powering the  chair  to  appoint  a  chor- 
ister or  song  leader  at  the  beginning 
of  each  Conclave  to  lead  group  sing- 
ing, and  a  resolution  accepting  the 
audit  of  Grand  Treasurer  Frank  G. 
Louthan  as  presented. 

In  the  report  of  the  Ritual  Com- 
mittee which  followed  the  efforts  of 
the  Central  Office  and  of  Brother 
George  W.  Reilly,  Virginia  Delta,  in 
bringing  to  completion  the  revision  of 
the  Ritual  left  unfinished  by  Brother 
C.  B.  Scott  were  commenced.  Cer- 
tain further  revisions  of  a  minor  na- 
ture were  recommended  as  was  the 
addition  of  a  section  to  be  known  as 
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the  Senior  Ceremony  and  one  to  be 
known  as  the  Memorial  Service.  The 
report  of  the  Song  Book  Committee 
stressed  the  need  for  a  new  and  re 
vised  Song  Book,  urged  that  greater 
attention  be  given  to  those  excellent 
songs  which  we  already  have,  and  sug- 
gested that  orchestrations  of  Sig  Ep 
songs  be  sent  to  radio  broadcasting 
stations  for  use  in  their  programs. 

Following  the  reports  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Alumni  Chapters  and  Ac- 
tive-Alumni Relations,  reports  in 
which  were  brought  to  the  fore  cer- 
tain of  the  most  pressing  problems 
facing  the  fraternity  today,  came  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternity 
Ideals  presented  by  Mark  D.  Wilkins, 
Oklahoma  Alpha.  Brother  Wilkins1 
discussion  of  this  vital  question  stands 
as  another  of  the  high  points  of  the 
Conclave.  Perhaps  no  statement  made 
in  this  discussion  struck  a  more  re' 
sponsive  chord  than  that  of  Grand 
Marshal  McKenzie  when  he  said,  in 
supplementing  the  remarks  of  the 
chairman:  "The  ideals  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  *  *  *  are  the  ideals  which 
make  us  better  men  and  which  make 
us  of  greater  service  to  ourselves,  to 
our  God,  and  to  the  other  people  with 
whom  we  come  in  contact.  I  think 
the  ideals  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  if 
followed  by  us,  will  enable  us  at  some 
time  to  reach  the  height  attained  by 
Brother  Scott  who,  I  think,  typified 
the  living  of  the  ideals  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon.  I  mean  that  most  sincerely. 
He  was  honest  in  his  dealings  with 
everybody  else  and  with  himself,  loyal 
to  his  organisation,  willing  to  help 
every  man  because  he  was  a  brother, 
allowing  that  term  'brother1  to  mean 
something,  not  just  an  empty  title — 
a  convenient  term  by  which  to  ad- 
dress someone,  but  instead  signifying 
that  really  close  relationship  between 
individuals  which  is  'brotherhood'  in 
its  finest  sense." 

The  Conclave  next  gave  its  atten- 
tion to  a  number  of  resolutions  pre- 


viously submitted  to  committees.  A 
resolution  providing  for  the  election 
of  chapter  officers  'not  later  than  the 
last  regular  meeting  in  March"  was 
passed,  while  the  resolution  providing 
for  the  payment  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  the  railroad  fare  of  delegates 
from  Alumni  Chapters  in  good  stand- 
ing was  rejected.  The  suggestion  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  a  committee 
for  further  consideration,  however, 
was  accepted. 

The  matter  of  the  interest  rate  on 
loans  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  chap- 
ter houses  was  taken  up  in  Resolution 
No.  14  by  the  adoption  of  which  the 
rate  was  reduced  from  seven  per  cent 
per  annum  to  five  per  cent.  A  reso- 
lution to  have  the  chapters  who 
have  already  taken  out  loans  and  who 
have,  therefore,  paid  seven  per  cent, 
credited  with  the  difference  between 
the  old  rate  of  interest  and  carrying 
charges  and  the  new  rate,  such  credit 
or  refund  to  be  applied  to  future  in- 
terest payments,  was  lost. 

Sixth  Session 

The  sixth  and  final  session  of  the 
Conclave  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Grand  President  at  exactly  2  p.  m. 
when  it  was  speedily  voted  to  limit 
all  discussions  to  five  minutes  in  order 
to  expedite  the  completion  of  the 
business  still  to  be  settled. 

J.  C.  Conreaux,  Missouri  Beta,  gave 
a  report  on  "Hell  Week"  which  evi' 
denced  a  keen  appreciation  of  the 
evils  involved  and  which  stressed  the 
fact  that  such  activities  as  chapters 
might  still  insist  on  having  which 
might  fall  under  the  classification  have 
as  their  purpose  "mental  impression 
rather  than  physical  punishment"  or 
activity.  The  report  of  the  Expan- 
sion Committee  which  was  presided 
over  so  ably  by  Zenas  Havstad,  Min- 
nesota Alpha,  dealing  as  it  does  with 
a  matter  which  seems  to  be  of  uni- 
versal interest,  is  reproduced  in  full,

both  for  this  reason  and  for  its  own 
excellence.     The  report  reads: 

'"Whereas,  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
pansion  feels  that  its  duty  is  to  pre' 
sent  to  this  Conclave  a  resolution  out- 
lining the  wishes  of  the  delegates  in 
the  matter  of  expansion,  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  granting  new  charters; 

And,  whereas,  this  Fraternity  can- 
not progress  without  expansion; 

Be  It  Resolved,  by  the  Fifteenth 
Grand  Chapter  Conclave  of  the  Sig- 
ma Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  that  ex- 
pansion of  the  fraternity  be  carried 
forward  on  a  conservative  basis,  and 
in  such  a  manner  as  never  to  give  the 
impression  that  we  are  aggressively 
seeking  any  particular  affiliation. 

And,  whereas,  the  proper  and  com- 
plete assimilation  of  any  new  chapter 
is  as  important  as  its  addition; 

And,  whereas,  expansion  in  all  sec- 
tions of  the  country,  especially  those 
where  we  have  few  chapters,  is  desir- 
able for  our  greatest  good; 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  pre- 
ferably not  more  than  one  new  active 
chapter  charter  be  granted  in  any  one 
district  of  the  fraternity  during  a  two- 
year  period  between  Conclaves;  and 
that  preferably  not  more  than  three 
new  active  chapter  charters  be  grant- 
ed in  any  one  year.  If  the  districts 
of  the  fraternity  are  revised  before 
January  1,  1931,  the  new  districts 
shall  be  used  from  the  date  of  this 
Conclave. 

The  committee  calls  attention  to 
the  use  of  the  word  "preferably'"  in 
two  places  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph. Its  use  is  intended  to  provide 
for  the  exercise  of  the  judgment  of 
the  Executive  Committee  in  order  that 
exceedingly  desirable  expansion  shall 
not  be  curtailed  by  a  hide-bound  rule. 

Believing  this  resolution  to  express, 
to  the  best  of  its  knowledge,  the  sen- 
timent of  the  fraternity,  the  commit- 


tee unanimously  moves   its  adoption 
by  this  Conclave." 

The  report  was  accepted. 

In  rapid  succession  resolutions  were 
passed  which  expressed  the  apprecia- 
tion of  the  fraternity  to  the  persons 
and  organisations  which  had  contrib- 
uted to  the  success  and  enjoyment  of 
the  "most  successful  and  delightful 
Conclave  in  the  history  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon";  providing  that  the  Con- 
clave edition  of  the  Journal  include 
information  in  regard  to  procedure  of 
business,  problems  to  come  before  the 
delegates,  names  and  functions  of 
committees  to  be  appointed  as  well  as 
those  of  special  committees;  asking  the 
Executive  Committee  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  holding  annual  district 
Conventions;  and  commending  the 
services  of  Traveling  Secretary  Don 
D.  Elliott  and  of  former  Auditor 
Robert  Y.  Edwards. 

It  was  then  that  Chairman  H.  R. 
Mundhenke  of  the  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee read  an  impressive  tribute  to 
the  dead  whose  passing  had  previously 
been  'noted  in  the  Report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary.  Brother  Mund- 
henke was  followed  by  F.  J.  Barnes, 
Virginia  Delta  who,  reporting  for  the 
Resolutions  Committee,  read  a  special 
memorial  tribute  to  the  late  Grand 
Vice  President  and  Editor  of  the 
Journal,  Clifford  B.  Scott  who,  even 
in  death,  may  be  said  to  have  exer- 
cised an  impelling  force  in  the  delib- 
erations of  the  Conclave. 

With  the  memory  of  one  of  the 
greatest  officers  which  it  has  been  the 
good  fortune  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to 
have  fresh  in  their  minds  the  dele 
gates  turned  to  the  election  of  officers 
for  the  next  two  years.  Thomas  H. 
Neal,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating 
Committee,  placed  in  nomination  the 
following  names  for  the  positions  in' 
dicated :  For  Grand  President,  Charles 
L.  Yancey — this  at  the  request  of  the 
then  Vice  President,  Paul  G.  Koontz, 
who  was  renominated  for  that  posi-

tion;  for  Grand  Treasurer,  Frank  G. 
Louthan;  for  Grand  Historian,  Wil- 
Ham  M.  Francis;  for  Grand  Guard, 
Charles  W.  McKenrie;  and  for  Grand 
Marshals,  Rodney  C.  Berry,  and 
James  H.  Corley. 

There  were  no  further  nominations 
from  the  floor  and  in  each  case  the 
candidate  proposed  by  the  Nominat- 
ing  Committee  received  the  unani- 
mous  vote  of  the  delegates,  a  tribute 
to  those  re'elected,  to  those  nomi- 
nated,  and  to  the  skill  and  diligence 
of  the  Nominating  Committee  which 
is  without  precedent  in  the  annals  of 
the  fraternity,  an  action  which  may 
be  said  to  be  expressive  of  that  feel' 
ing  of  understanding  and  good  fel- 
lowship  which  ran  through  the  entire 
Conclave. 

The  newly  elected  officers  were  ad- 
ministered the  oath  of  office  by  the 
retiring  Grand  President,  who  then 
presented  the  gavel,  symbol  of  his  of' 
fice,  to  Grand  President  Yancey,  who 
countered   by   presenting   to   Brother 


Draper,  in  words  which  expressed  the 
love  and  veneration  borne  him  by  the 
entire  assemblage,  the  jeweled  Past 
Grand  President's  Badge  of  the  fra- 
ternity. 

Jack  C.  Conreaux,  Missouri  Beta, 
called  for  a  rising  vote  to  express  the 
deep  appreciation  of  the  fraternity  to 
Brother  Draper  for  his  services,  and 
Grand  Treasurer  Frank  G.  Louthan 
called  for  a  rising  vote  expressive  of 
the  appreciation  of  the  services  of  re- 
tiring Grand  Marshal  John  J.  Craig. 
Both  were  given  enthusiastically  and 
were  accompanied  by  prolonged  ap- 
plause. At  3:32  p.  m.  Grand  Presi- 
dent Yancey,  in  accord  with  a  motion 
that  the  Conclave  adjourn  sine  die, 
sounded  the  gavel  which  brought  the 
fifteenth  Grand  Chapter  Conclave  to 
an  official  close.  There  was  left  only 
the  packing,  the  saying  of  halting 
farewells  and  the  eating  of  dinner  be- 
fore taking  the  boat  for  Huntsville 
where  was  met  the  train  for  Toronto 
and  HOME. 


THE  CREED  OF  SIGMA  PHI  EPSILON 


"My  fraternity:  it  is  something  akin  to  home — for  it  was  my 
home  for  four  years;  it  taught  me  to  give  and  to  take;  it  afforded 
me  the  opportunity  of  associations  that  I  had  never  known  before; 
it  made  me  new  friends  tied  with  a  bond  of  brotherhood  that  can 
never  be  broken;  it  spurred  me  on  through  spells  of  discouragement 
and  served  as  an  incentive  to  interest  me  in  things  besides  books;  it 
gave  me  a  new  life;  it  broadened  my  ideas  in  regard  to  right  and 
wrong.  In  short,  my  fraternity  has  been  the  major  part  of  my 
college    education." — From    The    Sig    Ep    Haw\eye,    Iowa    Gamma. 
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THE  members  of  California  Beta 
now  use  the  sidewalk  when  en- 
tering the  house;  ash  trays  are  used 
and  emptied  with  more  regularity 
than  at  any  time  since  the  inception 
of  the  chapter;  study  rooms  are 
cleaned  with  almost  distressing  fre- 
quency; and  all  because  the  dream  of 
every  member  since  before  the  chap- 
ter became  national  has  been  realised 
In  1922  a  local  fraternity  was 
founded  on  the  campus  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California,  under 
the  name  of  Alpha  Sigma  Delta.  The 
fraternity  waxed  and  grew  strong,  in 
spite  of  the  handicap  of  rented  and 
often  inadequate  houses.  Eventually 
it  petitioned  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  the 
petition  was  granted,  and  the  frater- 
nity became  California  Beta  of  Sigma 


Phi  Epsilon  in  the  year  1928.  Never- 
theless, the  chapter  was  still  living 
from  hand  to  mouth,  in  a  manner  of 
speaking,  worrying  about  the  next 
place  of  residence.  A  house  fund  was 
established,  into  which  payments  were 
regularly  made,  but  nothing  definite 
was  done. 

Then  in  1929  a  plan  was  actively 
set  in  motion  to  finance  a  new  house. 
With  the  advice  and  help  of  both  the 
Los  Angeles  alumni  chapter  and  the 
California  Beta  alumni,  the  chapter 
made  a  deal  with  the  Lincoln  Na- 
tional Life  Insurance  Company 
whereby  the  Company  agreed  to 
finance  a  house  if  the  chapter  agreed 
to  sell  $30,000  worth  of  insurance. 
Almost  every  active  man  and  a  good 
many  of  the  alumni  took  at  least  $300

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worth  of  insurance,  and  have  spent 
the  summer  finding  out  just  how  hard 
insurance  selling  really  is. 

Their  efforts  were  rewarded,  how- 
ever, for  California  Beta  has  officially 
moved  into  the  newly-purchased 
house,  which  is  located  at  630  W. 
28th  street.  This  street  is  the  frater- 
nity row  of  Southern  California 
campus,  and  the  new  house  is  sit- 
uated next  to  the  Phi  Kappa  Phis, 
while  Kappa  Delta  and  Delta  Gamma 
are  directly  across  the  street. 

The  house  itself  is  a  two-story 
brown  structure,  surrounded  by 
shrubbery,  trees,  and  a  goodly  ex- 
panse of  lawn.  There  is  a  spacious 
front  porch  which  opens  directly 
from  the  reception  hall.  The  recep- 
tion hall  is  connected  by  broad  double 
doors  with  the  den,  living  room,  and 
dining  room.  Since  all  the  floors  in 
the  house  are  hardwood,  these  four 
rooms  provide  ample  dancing  space 
for  at  least  thirty  couples.  The  den, 
with  its  tiled  fireplace,  serves  as  the 
trophy  room,  but  the  living  room  is 


the  pride  of  the  house.  It  is  truly  a 
room  for  men,  with  its  teakwood 
panelling,  deep  red  leather  furniture, 
window  seats,  enormous  fireplace,  and 
"Billy"  the  elk-head  over  the  mantel. 

Back  of  the  dining  room,  which 
seats  thirty-five  men  at  table,  there  is 
a  butler's  pantry,  large  kitchen,  and 
an  entire  suite  for  the  use  of  the 
cook.  On  the  second  floor  are  five 
large  study-rooms,  each  equipped  with 
washing  facilities,  two  bathrooms,  and 
a  sleeping  porch.  This  sleeping  porch 
overlooks  the  garage,  summerhouse, 
and  the  trees  and  shrubbery  in  the 
back  yard.  The  attic,  nearly  as  large 
as  the  entire  second  floor,  has  been 
fitted  out  to  serve  as  a  meeting  room 
for  the  chapter. 

And  so  California  Beta  takes  its 
place  among  the  ever-growing  list  of 
chapters  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  which 
own  homes  suitable  for  the  purposes 
of  the  fraternity,  as  well  as  being  the 
fifth  fraternal  group  on  the  Southern 
California  campus  to  invest  in  real 
estate.

PAUL  Ayres  Rockwell,  Virginia 
Epsilon  1911,  was  born  on  Feb- 
ruary 3,  1889,  at  "Beechwood,"  a 
cotton  plantation  near  Nichols,  Mar- 
ion County,  South  Carolina,  the  first- 
born child  of  Reverend  James  Chester 
Rockwell  and  Loula  Ayres  Rockwell. 
He  is  a  direct  descendant,  eight  gen- 
erations removed,  of  Deacon  William 
Rockwell,  who  came  from  Fitzhead, 
England,  on  the  ship  Mary  and  John, 
in  1630,  with  other  Puritans,  and 
helped  found,  first,  Dorchester,  Mass- 
achusetts, and  later,  Windsor,  Con- 
necticut. His  paternal  grandfather, 
Henry  C.  Rockwell,  served  through- 
out the  Civil  War  as  a  captain  in  the 
51st  North  Carolina  Infantry,  and  his 
maternal  grandfather,  Major  Enoch 
Shaw  Ayres,  was  also  a  Confederate 
veteran,  who  served  in  the  Eighth 
South  Carolina  Infantry,  from  the 
first  battle  of  Bull  Run  to  the  last 
stand  of  the  Confederates  at  Benton  - 
ville,  N.  C,  in  March,  1865. 

When  Paul  was  a  tiny  baby,  his 
family  went  to  live  in  the  mountains 
of  East  Tennessee,  for  reasons  of 
health,  and  there  a  sister,  Agnes,  and 
a  brother,  Kiffin  Yates,  were  born. 
James  Chester  Rockwell,  who  had  al- 
ready won  considerable  recognition  as 
a  poet  and  essayist,  died  in  1893,  at 
the  age  of  twenty-six,  at  Newport, 
Tennessee,  where  Mrs.  Rockwell  and 
the  children  continued  to  live  until 
1904.  Paul  Rockwell's  early  educa- 
tion was  obtained  under  his  mother's 
supervision,  and  he  spent  part  of  the 
time  each  year  at  his  grandfather's 
place  in  South  Carolina,  where  he 
heard  stories  of  the  Civil  War, 
learned  to  ride  horseback,  fish  and 
hunt,  and  to  love  the  wild  animals 
and  birds,  and  everything  pertaining 
to  outdoor  life. 


His  health  was  not  overly  good  as 
a  child;  he  had  pneumonia  almost 
every  other  winter;  a  bad  attack  of 
typhoid  fever,  and  all  the  children's 
ailments  that  passed  around  .  For  that 
reason,  he  spent  two  years,  from  1904 
to  1906,  in  the  bracing  climate  of 
northern  Missouri,  at  Kirksville, 
where  he  graduated  from  the  high- 
school  with  the  class  of  1906.  He 
then  went  to  Asheville,  North  Caro- 
lina, where  his  family  had  moved  be- 
cause of  better  schools  and  other  ad- 
vantages; spent  the  winter  of  1906- 
1907  with  a  southern  railway  survey- 
ing corps,  in  middle  Tennessee, 
North  and  South  Carolina,  and  was 
greatly  strengthened  by  the  outdoor 
life  and  exercise.  In  June,  1907,  he 
went  to  the  Jamestown  Exposition, 
near  Norfolk,  Virginia,  stayed  there 
several  weeks,  and  went  on  to  New 
York,  where  he  loaned  most  of  the 
money  he  had  brought  with  him  to 
a  supposed  friend;  as  he  wanted  to 
remain  in  New  York  until  time  to 
enter  college  in  the  fall,  he  got  a  job 
as  ticket-taker  at  Luna  Park,  Coney 
Island,  which  Brother  Rockwell  says 
was  the  most  amusing  experience  of 
his  life.  Most  of  the  people  working 
at  Luna  Park  were  chorus  men  and 
show  girls  during  the  winter,  in  the 
New  York  theatres,  and  they  were 
much  amused  by  the  "green"  South- 
erner, who  was  unused  to  their  "city 
ways."  They  were  a  kindly  lot  of 
people,  however,  and  many  of  them 
often  advised  Paul  Rockwell  to  re- 
turn home  and  enter  college,  as  his 
family  wished. 

Paul  Rockwell  attended  Lake  For- 
est College  in  1907-1908,  but  in  the 
fall  of  1908,  decided  to  enter  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  University,  attracted 
to  that  institution  by  its  glorious  tra- 
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ditions,  so  closely  bound  up  with  the 
history  of  the  South.  Soon  after  he 
entered  Washington  and  Lee,  he  was 
pledged  by  Virginia  Epsilon,  and  was 
initiated  in  early  October.  William 
Lee  Cazort,  recent  candidate  for  Gov- 
ernor  of  Arkansas,  was  initiated  on 
the  same  evening,  and  during  the 
horseplay  both  "goats"  were  paddled

warmly.  As  an  end  to  the  horseplay, 
Cazort  and  Rockwell  were  made  to 
debate  the  deeply  scientific  question: 
"Resolved,  that  the  tumble-bug  is  a 
beast  of  burden,  and  not  a  fowl  (or 
foul)  of  the  air."  The  loser  was  to 
have  a  barrel  stave  broken  over  him. 
Cazort  was  a  law  student,  and  Rock' 


well  had  had  no  previous  experience 
as  a  debater,  but  he  says  his  back' 
sides  were  already  so  sore  that  he  put 
so  much  fire  in  his  argument — he  does 
not  recall  which  side  of  the  question 
he  took — that  he  won.  Lee  Cazort 
took  his  meals  standing  up  for  the 
next  week. 

Rockwell  was  a  hard 
worker  for  the  frater' 
nity,  and  did  much  to 
build  up  Virginia  Ep- 
silon chapter.  He 
brought  back  to  Wash- 
ington and  Lee,  in  the 
fall  of  1909,  a  number 
of  men  from  North 
Carolina  who  were  in' 
itiated  into  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  among  them 
his  brother,  Kiffin 
Yates,  who  had  attend- 
ed Virginia  Military 
Institute  for  a  year, 
and  had  spent  several 
months  at  Annapolis, 
preparing  for  the 
United  States  Naval 
Academy,  which  he 
eventually  abandoned 
the  idea  of  entering. 

Paul  Rockwell  did 
not  return  to  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  in  the 
fall  of  1910;  he  had 
intended  to  enter  the 
United  States  consular 
or  diplomatic  service, 
and  had  taken  all  the 
modern  language 
courses  given  at  Wash' 
ington  and  Lee,  with 
that  career  in  view, 
winter  in  Washington; 
to    devote    himself    to 


He  spent  a 
then  decided 
writing,  and  going  to  Atlanta,  en- 
tered newspaper  work  there  as  a  re- 
porter on  the  Atlanta  Constitution. 
His  brother  Kiffin  joined  him  in  At- 
lanta, after  a  year  of  travel  in  Can- 
ada   and    the    western    part    of    the 
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United  States,  and  entered  the  adver- 
tising business. 

When  the  war  clouds  formed  over 
Europe,  Paul  and  Kiffin  Rockwell  of' 
fered  their  services  to  France,  in  a 
letter  written  on  August  3,  1914,  to 
the  French  consul-general  in  New  Or- 
leans.    They  sailed  from  New  York

on  the  S.  S.  St.  Paul  on  August  7, 
and  immediately  upon  arriving  in 
Paris,  enlisted  in  the  world-famous 
Foreign  Legion,  with  the  first  group 
of  foreign  volunteers  accepted  by 
France  for  service  against  Germany 
The  two  brothers  were  put  in  the  Sec- 
ond Marching  Regiment  of  the  Sec- 
ond Foreign  Regiment,  and  after  a 
month  of  drilling  at  Rouen  and  Tou- 
louse, were  sent  into  the  battle  zone 
at  the  beginning  of  October,  1914. 
They  fought  first  in  the  Champagne 
sector,  and  then  went  into  the  trench- 
es near  the  Aisne  river,  facing  the 
Chemin  des  Dames. 

Paul  Rockwell  was  wounded  in  the 
shoulder,  during  a  patrol  between  the 
lines,  and  after  months  in  the  hospi- 


tal, was  invalided  out  of  the  Foreign 
Legion,  with  his  left  shoulder  and  arm 
permanently  weakened.  Kiffin  Rock- 
well was  shot  through  the  thigh  dur- 
ing a  bayonet  charge  north  of  Arras, 
and  when  his  wound  healed,  trans- 
ferred to  the  aviation.  He  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  glorious  La- 
fayette Escadrille;  shot  down  the  first 
enemy  aeroplane  ever  destroyed  by  an 
American  aviator  in  aerial  combat; 
was  .wounded  in  the  face  by  an  ex- 
plosive bullet,  during  an  air  duel  high 
over  Verdun,  on  May  24,  1916,  and 
was  decorated  with  the  military  medal 
and  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  by  Marshal 
Joffre.  He  continued  to  gain  victor- 
ies over  the  enemy  aviators,  and  de- 
stroyed several  German  aeroplanes, 
winning    frequent   citations   in    army

orders,  and  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
sous-lieutenant.  Finally,  on  Septem- 
ber 23,  1916,  Brother  Kiffin  Yates 
Rockwell  was  killed  by  an  explosive 
bullet,  which  struck  him  full  in  the 
chest  as  he  fought  an  enemy  three- 
seater  machine,  almost  four  miles  in 
the  air  above  the  Alsace  plains,  not 
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far  from  the  Vosges  mountains  where 
he  had  won  his  first  victory  the  pre- 
vious May. 

When  the  news  of  Kiffin  Rock' 
well's  death  reached  his  squadron  the 
commander,  Captain  Georges  Then- 
ault,  called  all  the  pilots  together  and 
said  to  them:  "The  best  and  bravest 
of  us  all  is  no  longer  here."  Kiffin's 
broken  body  was  brought  back  and 
buried  with  honors 
worthy  of  a  general,  in 
the  cemetery  at  Lux- 
euil-les-Bains,  Haute- 
Saone,  where  it  still 
rests.  Kiffin  was  post- 
humously awarded  the 
Cross  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor;  aviation  camps 
and  fields  were  named 
for  him;  ex-President 
Roosevelt  called  him  a 
"Lafayette  of  the  Air;" 
scores  of  poems 
were  written  in 
his  memory,  and 
homage  was  paid 
to  him  almost  the 
world  over.  The 
Virginia  Epsilon 
chapter  placed  a 
bronze  tablet  to

ganda  work.  He  won  success  as  a 
war  correspondent,  and  contributed 
frequently  to  the  London  Daily  Mail, 
La  Guerre  Aerienne  of  Paris,  the 
New  York  Times,  World,  and  Globe, 
the  Chicago  Daily  >(ett;s,  Atlanta 
Constitution,  Washington  Star,  and 
numerous  other  English,  French  and 
American  newspapers  and  magazines. 
He  was  attached  to  French  army 
grand  headquarters  as 
official  war  corre- 
spondent in  1917-1918 
and  saw  all  the  great 
battles  of  the  last  year 
of  the  war.  He  had  the 
great  satisfaction  of 
crossing  the  old  Ger- 
man lines  and  entering 
Lorraine  with  the  rem- 
nants of  the  Foreign 
Legion  after  the  Armis- 
tice, and  accompanied 
the  French  troops 
on  their  march  to 
the  Rhine  and 
across  that  histor- 
ic stream. 

During    the

against   A  b  d-e  1- 
Krim    and    the, 
Riff  tribesmen  in 
Morocco,    Paul 
Rockwell     served 
as     captain     with    the 
French  air  forces,  and* 
carried  out  twenty- 
seven  scouting  and 
bombing  missions  over 
enemy  territory.    He  is 
now  a  reserve  officer  of 
the  Foreign  Legion. 

Brother  Rockwell  has 
recently  finished  writ- 
ing the  history  of  the 
Foreign  Legion  during 
the  World  War,  which 
is  being  published  by 
the  Houghton  Mifflin 
Company    of     Boston, 
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under  the  title  "Amer- 
ican Fighters  in  the 
Foreign  Legion."  He 
first  began  collecting 
material  for  this  book 
when  he  first  enlisted 
in  August,  1914;  he 
collected  documents 
and  consulted  official 
records  over  a  period 
of  fourteen  years  be 
fore  he  began  the  ac 
tual  writing  of  his 
book.  He  plans  to  bring 
out  soon  a  book  about 
his  Moroccan  exper- 
iences.

for  the  first-string  position  the  next 
year  failed  to  return  to  college,  so 
fate  shoved  Roy  into  the  breach. 
Riegels  responded  nobly  if  not  spec- 
tacularly,  playing  almost  every  minute 


of  every  game  and  acquiring  more 
skill  and  ability  as  his  experience  be' 
came  greater.  Nor  was  Riegels  driven 
out  of  his  hard'won  position  in  his 
third  year  of  competition.  So  great 
had  been  his  improvement,  so  con' 
sistent  was  his  play,  and  so  admired 
was  he  by  his  team-mates  that  not 
only  did  he  retain  his  position  on  the 
varsity  but  he  was  selected  by  many 
sports  writers  as  all- Coast  center,  and 
at  the  end  of  a  triumphant  season  was 
elected  captain  by  his  team-mates. 

Then  came  the  gsanz  with  Georgia 
Tech  in  which  Riegels  made  himself 
a  national  figure  by  his  unfortunate 
85  yard  run  in  the  wrong  direction. 
Riegels  gained  the  admiration  of  a 
nation  by  coming  back  in  the  second 
half  to  outplay  throughout  the  great 
Peter  Pund,  Tech's  all-American  cen- 
ter. 

Last  season  Roy  was  considerably 
handicapped  by  a  lame  knee  which 
kept  him  out  of  all  the  secondary 
contests  where  players  built  up  their 
reputations  against  weak  opponents, 
but  his  work  against  Santa  Clara,  St. 
Mary's,  Washington,  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, and  Stanford  was  sufficient  to 
get  him  an  all-American  selection  on 
a  number  of  teams.  Sports  writers 
were  watching  Riegels  to  see  if  he 
could  come  back,  and  he  did  not  dis- 
appoint them. 

Ragan's  career  was  not  so  meteoric 
but  quite  as  praiseworthy.  In  his 
sophomore  year  he  was  handicapped 
by  running  behind  the  great  Al 
Becker,  captain  of  the  team  and  one 
of  the  greatest  hurdlers  in  California 
history,  yet  despite  that  he  managed 
to  get  a  third  place  against  Stanford 
in  the  highs,  winning  his  letter  there- 
by. 

In  1926  he  took  a  first  place  in  the 
intersectional  meet  with  Missouri  in 
the  high  hurdles  and  a  second  in  the 
low  sticks,  and  ran  second  to  West 
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of  Stanford  in  the  high  hurdles  in  the 
good  time  of  15  flat.  The  next  year 
he  achieved  his  ambition  by  winning 
the  high  hurdles  in  the  Big  Meet  with 
Stanford,  and  also  captured  firsts  in 
both  high  and  low  hurdles  in  the  in- 
tersectional  meet  with  Nebraska.  He 
also  ran  his  fastest  flight  of  hurdles 
that  year  in  the  Pacific  Athletic  As- 
sociation meet  in  Kezar  Stadium  in 
San  Francisco,  against  Stanford's 
famed  "Swede"  Leistner.  Ragan  led 
Leistner  from  the  gun  to  the  seventh 
hurdle,  which  he  clicked,  losing  a 
stride.  Leistner  won  the  race  in  14.4 
seconds,  and  Ragan  was  only  a  chest- 
breadth  behind  him. 

At  the  same  time  Ragan  was  mak- 
ing a  name  for  himself  in  California 
track  history,  he  was  aided  by  another 


Sig  Ep,  Jim  Corley,  '26,  who  won  the 
coveted  Big  "C"  two  years  in  a  row. 
Corley  was  never  the  natural  athlete 
that  Ragan  was,  but  by  concentration 
on  form  he  managed  to  get  a  third 
against  Stanford  in  the  low  hurdles 
in  1925,  a  second  against  Missouri  in 
the  high  sticks  and  a  third  in  the 
lows  the  following  year,  and  a  third 
again  in  the  lows  in  his  last  Big  Meet 
in  1926. 

With  this  example  of  Ragan's  ca 
pacity  as  a  coach  before  them,  the 
California  officials  selected  Ragan  to 
coach  the  freshman  track  team,  giving 
him  a  full-time  position  in  1929. 
Ragan,  although  he  never  ran  any- 
thing but  the  hurdles  in  college,  is 
well  versed  in  the  intricacies  of  all 
track  events.

An  addition  has  been  made  to  our 
Official  Family  in  the  person  of 
LeRoy  Marshall  Burkholder  who  has 
been  appointed  to  the  Traveling  Sec- 
retaryship left  vacant  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  former  Traveling  Secretary 
Don  D.  Elliott.  Burkholder  comes 
from  Pennsylvania  Eta  where  he 
served,  among  other  things,  as  chap- 
ter comptroller  for  more  than  two 
and  a  half  years.  Because  of  this 
experience  very  little  in  the  way  of 
a  novitiate  was  necessary  and  he  will 
have  visited  a  goodly  number  of  chap- 
ters— Alumni  and  Active- — -before  the 
appearance  of  this  issue  of  the  Jour- 
nal. However,  for  the  benefit  of

LeRoy  Marshall  Burkholder,  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Burk- 
holder, was  born  at  Lebanon,  Penn- 
sylvania, not  so  lpng  after  the  turn  of 
the  century.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  that  city  and  began  the 
managerial  activities  which  were  to 
characterize  his  later  years  by  serving 
as  business  manager  of  his  high 
school  publication  and  as  president  of 
the  senior  class  with  which  he  was 
graduated.

gained  from  managing  the  football 
team,  the  baseball  team  and  the  col- 
lege magazine.  As  a  member  of  the 
varsity  football  team  he  may  have  de- 
veloped some  of  the  hardihood  neces- 
sary for  the  long  and  arduous  hunt- 
ing expeditions  in  which  he  revels, 
and  such  stirring  addresses  as  that  in 
which  he  presented  the  Past  Grand 
President's  Badge  to  his  predecessor, 
Brother  O.  E.  Draper,  may  be  said 
to  have  had  their  precedent  in  the 
valedictory  address  delivered  by  him 
at  the  commencement  exercises  at 
which  he  was  graduated  from  Ran- 
dolph Macon  with  the  degree  of  A.B. 

The  year  following  his  graduation 
found  him  occupying  the  position  of 
Instructor  in  History  and  German  at 
Randolph  Macon,  which  year  was 
only  an  interim  between  his  under- 
graduate work  and  the  entrance  upon 
his  professional  training,  for  he  had 
already  decided  by  this  time  to  make 
the  Law  his  vocation.  He  spent  one 
year  at  George  Washington  Univer- 
sity during  which  he  transferred  his 
membership  from  Virginia  Zeta  to 
District  of  Columbia  Alpha  of  which 
he  was  also  a  charter  member.  There 
followed  two  years  at  Georgetown 
University  from  which  he  was  grad- 
uated with  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in 
1912.  In  the  meantime,  1911,  he 
married  Miss  Eleanor  White  of  Lex- 
ington, Virginia.  Grand  President 
and  Mrs.  Yancey  have  two  children: 
Lois  and  Tom. 

The  Yanceys  moved  to  Muskogee, 
Oklahoma,  in  1912,  where  was  begun 
Brother  Yancey's  practice  of  law.  In 
1917  they  moved  to  Tulsa  where  they 
have  lived  ever  since.  Brother  Yan- 
cey is  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Yancey,  Spillers  and  Fist  which  is,  as 
has  been  noted,  one  of  the  largest  law 
firms  devoted  to  corporation  practice 
in  the  middle  West,  having  in  addi- 
tion to  the  senior  members  of  the 
firm,  seven  associate  attorneys  with 
offices  in  Tulsa  and  Oklahoma  City. 


Brother  Yancey  has  served  for  two 
years  as  United  States  Commissioner 
at  Tulsa  and  has  invested  largely  in 
banks  and  other  financial  institutions 
and  in  local  real  estate  there.  He 
holds  membership  in  the  Tulsa  Coun- 
try Club,  the  Tulsa  Club,  the  Hunt- 
ing and  Fishing  Club  of  Tulsa,  is  a 
thirty-second  degree  Mason  and  a 
member  of  the  Shrine.

as  Grand  Historian  from  that  date 
until  his  recent  election  to  the  Grand 
Presidency. 

The  Grand  Vice  President 

Grand  Vice  President  Paul  G. 
Koontz  was  born  in  Seymour,  Iowa, 
November  19,  1894,  the  son  of  James 
A.  and  Jessie  A.  Koontz,  of  Joplin, 
Missouri.  His  elementary  and  high 
school  education  was  received  at  Car- 
rolton,  Missouri.  He  was  in  attend- 
ance at  Kendall  College  (Tulsa  Uni- 
versity) for  the  year  1912-13  from 
which  he  transferred  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Missouri  where  he  spent  the 
years  1913-18,  being  graduated  with 
the  degrees  of  A.B.  and  LL.B. 

From  the  time  of  his  initiation  into 
Missouri  Alpha,  in  the  organization 
of  which  he  was  one  of  the  prime 
movers  and  of  which  he  was  a  char- 
ter member,  he  was  a  leader  in  the 
chapter,  serving  successively  as  Chap- 
ter Comptroller  and  Chapter  Presi- 
dent. At  Missouri  he  was  also  a 
member  of  the  honorary  legal  organ- 
ization, the  Order  of  the  Coif,  Phi 
Alpha  Delta,  and  various  literary  and 
musical  organizations. 

During  the  World  War,  1918,  he 
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left  the  University  to  enlist  in  the 
army.  He  was  stationed  first  at  Fort 
Baily  and  later  in  the  Artillery  Of- 
ficers Training  Corps  at  Camp  Tay- 
lor, and  at  Camp  Jackson,  South  Car- 
olina as  second  lieutenant,  field  artil- 
lery. 

After  the  war  Brother  Koontz  be- 
gan the  practice  of  law  at  Joplin, 
Missouri,  and  continued  in  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession  there  until  1923 
when  he  moved  his  offices  to  Kansas 
City  where  he  has  since  lived  and 
where  he  is  at  present  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Harris  and  Koontz. 

On  October  1,  1924,  he  married 
Miss  Mildred  McBride,  Pi  Beta  Phi. 
They  have  two  daughters:  Rosalie 
Ann,  and  Jean. 

Brother  Koontz  is  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  Blue  Lodge,  and  Scottish 
and  York  Rites;  American  Legion 
"40  and  8";  Young  Men's  Civic 
Forum;  and  the  American,  Missouri, 
and  Kansas  City  Bar  Associations.  In 
addition  he  has  given  long  and  loyal 
service  to  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  as  Presi- 
dent of  Missouri  Alpha's  Alumni 
Board  from  1920  to  the  present;  as 
District  Deputy  for  the  Seventh  Dis- 
trict prior  to  1923;  and  beginning 
with  1923  as  Grand  Marshal,  Grand 
Guard,  Grand  Historian,  and  Grand 
Vice  President,  to  which  office  he 
was  appointed  upon  the  passing  of 
Brother  Scott,  and  to  which  he  was 
elected  for  the  coming  biennium  at 
Bigwin. 

The  Grand  Secretary 

A  charter  member  of  the  mother 
chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  at 
Richmond  College,  Founder  William 
Lazell  Phillips,  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  fraternity  since  1908,  has  lived 
to  see  a  group,  told  that  they  "had 
neither  the  brains,  nor  the  money"  to 
start  a  fraternity,  propagate  into  a 
ubiquitious  national  fraternity  of 
sixty-six  chapters  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 


As  a  law  student  at  Richmond  Col- 
lege in  1901-02  and  parts  of  1903  and 
1904,  "Uncle  Billy"  was  one  of  the 
six  friends  who  joined  together  and 
called  themselves  the  "Saturday 
Night  Club."  Later,  despite  discour- 
agement, they  had  obstinacy  enough 
to  form  the  first  chapter  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  Virginia  Alpha,  and 
vision  enough  to  make  this  small  be- 
ginning the  foundation  of  the  frater- 
nity which  was  to  follow. 

While  on  the  campus,  Grand  Sec- 
retary Phillips  was  associated  with 
football,  baseball,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Philologian  Literary  Society. 
After  serving  in  the  employ  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railway  and  the 
Ruehl  and  Cox  Hotel  Supply  Com- 
pany, in  1904  and  1905  he  renewed 
his  contact  with  the  fraternity  as  edi- 
tor of  the  Journal  from  1904  to 
1910,  during  which  time  he  was  first 
chosen  Grand  Secretary,  in  which 
capacity  he  holds  a  perfect  record  of 
attendance  of  fifteen  Conclaves. 

Briefly  stated,  "Uncle  Billy"  was 
born  in  Illinois,  September  1,  1873, 
the  son  of  Henry  F.  and  Charlotte 
Taylor  Phillips.  He  attended  pri- 
mary, grammar  and  high  school  in 
Newark,  N.  J.  and  in  1899  enrolled 
in  the  New  York  Preparatory  School. 
In  June,  1908,  he  married  Miss  Nora 
Alice  Moore,  who  died  in  1913.  On 
June  14,  1917,  he  married  Miss  Mol- 
lie  Yeager  Moore. 

The  Grand  Secretary  is  a  member 
of  the  Masonic  Northern  Lodge  No. 
25,  New  Jersey;  Washington  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  No.  9,  Richmond,  Va.; 
Commandry  No.  2,  Knights  Templar, 
Richmond,  Va.;  Acca  Temple,  Mystic 
Shrine,  Richmond,  Va.;  charter  mem- 
ber University  Club,  Richmond,  Va.; 
Kiwanis  Club,  Richmond,  Va. 

The  Grand  Treasurer 

Lacking  more  definite  information 
there  is  left  only  to  set  down  certain 
random  facts  concerning  the  career  of 
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the  Grand  Treasurer.  Grand  Treas- 
urer Frank  G.  Louthan  was  born  in 
Georgia.  He  prepared  for  college 
there  and  in  Virginia.  Like  the 
Grand  Secretary,  he  attended  Rich- 
mond College  where  he  became  a 
member  of  Virginia  Alpha  in  the  af- 
fairs of  which  he  was  then  and  now 
an  active  worker.  Brother  Lou- 
than's  home  is  in  Richmond  where  he 
is  active  in  civic  and  fraternal  organ- 
izations. His  business  is  that  of  being 
Secretary  of  the  Virginia  Manu- 
facturers' Association.  As  Grand 
Treasurer  Brother  Louthan  has  be- 
come well  nigh  a  tradition  in  that  he 
runs  the  Grand  Secretary  a  close  race 
for  length  of  service  and  for  the  num- 
ber of  Conclaves  attended. 

The  Grand  Historian 

Grand  Historian  William  M.  Fran- 
cis, the  son  of  Theodore  W.  Francis, 
first  saw  the  light  of  day  in  Wilming- 
ton, Delaware,  on  April  24,  1884.  In 
due  time  he  entered  the  Wilmington 
public  schools  and  upon  graduation 
from  high  school  entered  the  Univer- 
sity of  Delaware  where  he  became  a 
member  of  Delaware  Alpha  in  the 
destiny  of  which  chapter  he  has 
played  an  important  role  since  the  day 
of  his  initiation.  As  an  undergrad- 
uate the  Grand  Historian  took  part 
in  football;  in  dramatics,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Mask  and  Wig  dramatic  so- 
ciety; in  the  Glee  Club,  where  his 
voice,  which  has  since  become  a  nec- 
essary item  at  Sig  Ep  gatherings,  was 
trained;  in  forensics,  through  mem- 
bership in  Delta  Phi  Literary  Society, 
and  in  the  affairs  of  the  Engineers1 
Club. 

Brother  Francis  was  graduated  with 
a  degree  in  engineering  and  entered 
at  once  upon  the  active  pursuit  of 
his  profession.  For  eighteen  years  he 
served  as  chief  engineer  of  construc- 
tion for  the  Pierre  S.  du  Pont  estate, 
"Longwood    Gardens,"    and    for    six 


years  has  operated  his  own  company 
for  construction  and  engineering,  the 
William  M.  Francis  Company,  which 
is  responsible  for  some  of  the  most 
pretentious  buildings  in  the  East. 

The  Grand  Historian  served  as 
Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee 
for  Delaware  Alpha's  chapter  house 
and  has  for  a  number  of  years  been 
President  of  the  Alumni  and  Active 
Chapter  Board  of  Directors  of  Dela- 
ware Alpha.  He  was  elected  Grand 
Marshall  in  1924  and  has  been  elected 
successively,  Grand  Guard  and  Grand 
Historian. 

In  addition  to  his  membership  and 
activities     in      Sigma     Phi     Epsilon 
Brother  Francis  is  a  member  of  Wash- 
ington Lodge  No.  1,  A.  F.  6?  A.  M. 
St.  John's  Chapter  No.  4,  R.  A.  M. 
St.  John's  Commandry  No.  1,  K.  T. 
the  Lulu  Temple  Shrine;  Engineers 
Club  of  Philadelphia;  DuPont  Coun- 
try  Club;   Lulu   Yacht   Club;   Royal 
Swan  Yacht  Club;  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers;  Delaware  Motor 
Club;  Wilmington  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce;   National    Chamber  of   Com- 
merce;   Palm    Beach    Anglers'    Club; 
and  the  Sail  Fish  Club  of  Florida. 

Brother  Francis  was  married  to 
Miss  Margaret  M.  Bowen  on  March 
2,  1918.  They  have  two  daughters: 
Mary  Jane  and  Alice  Katherine. 

The  Grand  Guard 

Grand  Guard  Charles  W.  McKen- 
zie,  the  son  of  William  James  and 
Mary  Downing  McKenzie,  shares 
with  the  Cabots  and  the  Lowells  and 
a  lot  of  others  the  honor  of  having 
been  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 
The  date  was  November  6,  1899.  He 
attended  the  Boston  public  schools 
until  the  family  removed  to  Milford, 
New  Hampshire,  from  the  high 
school  of  which  city  he  was  graduated 
in  due  time.  He  attended  Bates  Col- 
lege from  September  to  October, 
1916,     transferring     to     Dartmouth 
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where  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Class  of  1920  and  was  shortly  after 
his  entrance  initiated  into  New 
Hampshire  Alpha  of  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon. As  an  undergraduate  he  was 
a  member  of  Cercle  Francais  and  the 
Dartmouth  Outing  Club,  and  was  CO' 
organizer  of  the  Ledyard  Canoe  Club. 
He  was  graduated  from  Dartmouth 
with  the  degree  of  A.B.  in  1920  and 
from  Columbia  University,  which  he 
subsequently  entered,  with  the  degree 
of  A.M.  in  1921.  He  was  at  the 
Plattsburg  Training  Camp  during  the 
summer  of  1918,  and  in  the  S.  A. 
T.  C.  from  September  to  December 
of  that  year. 

After  graduation  Brother  Mc 
Kenzie  occupied  himself  successively 
as  Instructor  in  the  Clark  School  of 
Intensive  Education,  January  to  June, 
1920;  Dartmouth  Fellow  in  Political 
Science,  1920-22;  Instructor  in  Poli- 
tical Science,  Dartmouth  College, 
1922-25;  William  Jewett  Tucker  Fel- 
low of  Dartmouth  College  1925-26; 
and  as  Instructor  of  Political  Science, 
Washington  University,  St.  Louis, 
February  to  July,  1926,  in  which 
year  he  was  elevated  to  an  Assistant 
Professorship,  a  position  which  he 
now  holds,  serving  as  well  as  Faculty 
Adviser  to  the  Pan  Hellenic  Associa- 
tion of  the  University. 

Brother  McKenzie,  who  is  unmar- 
ried, is  a  member  of  the  American 
Political  Science  Association,  the 
American  Academy,  and  the  Univer- 
sity Club  of  St.  Louis. 

He  has  contributed  to  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  as  co-organiser  of  the  St. 
Louis  Alumni  Chapter  and  as  co- 
sponsor  of  Missouri  Beta;  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Scholarship  Com- 
mittee, 1923-25,  and  as  a  diligent 
chairman  of  the  same  committee  from 
1928  to  the  present  time,  for  he  still 
holds  the  position.  He  was  appointed 
Grand  Marshal  in  December,  1929, 
and  was  elected  Grand  Guard  at  the 
fifteenth   Conclave. 


The   Grand  Marshals 

Grand  Marshal  Rodney  C.  Berry 
was  born  in  Harrisonburg,  Virginia, 
January  1,  1894,  the  son  of  William 
F.  and  Martha  Wyne  Berry.  He  at- 
tended private  school,  the  Harrison- 
burg Grammar  and  High  School,  and 
Mercersburg  Academy,  Mercersburg, 
Pennsylvania.  Upon  graduation  from 
Mercersburg  he  entered  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  with  the  Class  of 
1915.  and  was  initiated  into  Virginia 
Eta  on  October  21,  1913.  In  high 
school  and  at  Mercersburg  Brother 
Berry  participated  in  debate,  base- 
ball, football,  and  boxing.  At  Vir- 
ginia he  was  a  member  of  the  Chem- 
ists Club,  played  on  the  chapter  base- 
ball team,  and  was  Chapter  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Vice  President. 

Brother  Berry's  interest  in  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  waned  not  the  least  with 
graduation.  He  became  a  charter 
member  of  the  Richmond  Alumni 
Chapter  and  served  it  successively  as 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  President. 
He  was  Chairman  of  Publicity  of  the 
Richmond  Conclave  of  1916;  Rich- 
mond Alumni  Delegate  to  the  Colum- 
bus Conclave  at  which  he  served  on 
the  Constitution  and  Laws  Commit- 
tee; Director  of  the  Silver  Jubilee 
Conclave  in  Richmond  in  1926;  and 
a  member  of  important  committees  at 
both  the  Seattle  and  Bigwin  Con- 
claves which  he  also  attended,  in 
each  case  being  an  alternate  from  the 
Richmond  Alumni  Chapter.  He  was 
active  in  the  formation  of  Alumni 
Corporations  for  Virginia  Alpha 
which  he  has  served  continually  as 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors; 
for  Virginia  Epsilon  which  he  has 
served  continually  as  Secretary-Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Directors;  for 
Virginia  Eta  which  he  has  served  con- 
tinually as  a  member  of  the  Building 
Committee  which  built  Virginia  Eta's 
new  house;  and  for  Virginia  Delta 
which   he   has   served    continually   as 
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Secretary  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  as  such  as  a  member 
of  the  committee  which  financed  and 
built  Virginia  Delta's  new  home.  He 
has  visited  twenty-one  chapters  of  the 
fraternity  and  has  met  or  known 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  two 
thousand  of  its  members. 

Brother  Berry  was  married  to  Miss 
Carolyn  Taylor  in  1922.  They  have 
three  children:  Mary  Lee,  Rodney, 
and  Keith  Taylor.  He  was  connected 
with  the  E.  I.  duPont  Company  as 
Chemist  and  supervisor  of  the  Acid 
Unit  from  1915  to  1916  in  which 
year  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Divi' 
sion  of  Chemistry  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  of  Virginia 
where  he  is  now  senior  chemist  in 
charge  of  the   laboratory. 

Brother  Berry  is  a  member  of  the 
National  Grange,  the  Virginia  Chem- 
ists1 Club,  American  Chemical  So- 
ciety, and  is  a  Mason,  Knights  Temp- 
lar, and  Shriner. 

Grand  Marshal  James  H.  Corley 
was  born  at  Modesta,  California, 
April  18,  1904,  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Corley.  He  attended  the 
Modesta  grammar  and  high  schools 
and  was  graduated  from  the  last 
named  in  January,  1922.  In  August 
of  the  same  year  he  matriculated  at 
the  University  of  California  where  he 
was  initiated  into  California  Alpha. 
As  an  undergraduate  Brother  Cor- 
ley's  activities  were  centered  around 
athletics.  His  freshman  year  was 
given  to  football,  basketball,  and 
track,  but  in  his  sophomore,  junior, 
and  senior  years  he  devoted  his  extra 


curricular  time  exclusively  to  varsity 
track  in  which  he  established  an  en- 
viable record.  His  track  prowess  en- 
titled him  to  membership  in  the  cov- 
eted Big  "C"  Society,  his  scholastic 
ability  to  membership  in  Delta  Sigma 
Phi,  an  honor  society  of  the  College 
of  Commerce,  and  the  two  types  of 
activity  combined  won  for  him  mem- 
bership in  Phi  Phi,  another  honor 
society. 

He  served  California  Alpha  suc- 
cessively as  Freshman  Day  President, 
Freshman  Supervisor,  Marshal,  Vice 
President,  and  President.  Since  his 
graduation  in  1926,  when  he  received 
the  degree  of  B.S.  in  Economics,  he 
has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  Corpora- 
tion, and  Alumni  Comptroller,  a  posi- 
tion which  he  now  holds.  He  was 
elected  Grand  Marshal  at  Bigwin. 

From  May,  1926,  until  July,  1927, 
Brother  Corley  was  associated  with 
the  Cudahy  Packing  Company,  San 
Francisco.  At  that  time  he  joined  the 
staff  of  the  accounting  department  of 
the  University  of  California,  and  in 
January,  1928,  was  elected  to  his 
present  position  as  cashier  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  something  of 
the  importance  of  which  position  is  to 
be  gained  from  the  information  that 
the  university  has  an  endowment 
which  approximates  $15,000,000  and 
a  student  body  of  something  less  than 
20,000.

kN  February  21,  1905,  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  granted  its  sixteenth 
charter  to  the  following  group  of 
men  at  Ohio  Northern  University: 
Walter  F.  Rittman,  Edward  D.  Hal- 
sey,  George  F.  Maglott,  Frank  Gor- 
man, A.  Ross  MacKown,  J.  Floyd 
MacNown,  Edward  J.  Durham,  Lewis 
V.  Fergus,  Arthur  J.  White,  William 
W.  Runser,  R.  Duncan  McKroskey 
and  Gail  Hagerman. 

At  this  time  the  chapter  was 
known  as  the  Theta  Alpha  chapter 
and  meetings  were  held  in  the  rooms 
of  the  different  members.  An  at- 
tempt was  made  at  that  time  to  pur- 
chase or  rent  a  chapler  house,  but 
unfavorable  conditions  forced  them  to 
be  satisfied  with  meeting  rooms  in  a 
building  located  at  12  South  Main 
street.  However,  the  hope  of  having 
a  home  was  never  abandoned  and  in 
a  few  years  they  were  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  rent  what  was  then 
known  as  "The  Terrace,"  a  house 
which  is  still  standing  on  South  Gil- 
bert street,  directly  back  of  Lehr 
Memorial.  This,  incidently,  was  the 
first  fraternity  house  on  the  campus 
and  the  boys  were  justly  proud  of 
their  new  home.  But  in  the  passing 
of  years  the  house  proved  inadequate 
for  their  needs  and  plans  were  for- 
mulated for  the  erection  of  a  new 
home. 

The  present  property  between 
South  Gilbert  street  and  Union 
street,  along  the  Lima  road,  was  pur- 
chased in  the  spring  of  1915  and 
E.  W.  Neimeyer,  '17,  drew  up  the 
plans  and  supervised  the  construction 
of  the  chapter  house.  The  actual 
construction  was  done  largely  by  the 


active  members,  and  their  new  home, 
the  first  in  Ohio  to  be  built  expressly 
for  a  college  fraternity,  was  ready  for 
occupancy  in  the  late  fall  of  the  same 
year.  Following  this  came  the  great- 
est crisis  the  chapter  has  ever  faced. 
The  World  War  was  at  its  height  and 
the  boys  were  leaving  school  to  "go 
across"  in  such  numbers  that  it  was 
difficult  to  keep  a  sufficient  number 
of  men  in  the  house  to  defray  ex- 
penses. It  was  at  this  time  that  the 
alumni  members  came  to  the  rescue. 
It  is  conceded  by  all  that  one  mem- 
ber is  outstanding  in  his  unstinting 
efforts  to  keep  the  credit  of  the  house 
on  a  substantial  basis.  This  man  is 
none  other  than  Charles  R.  Wilson, 
Ada,  Ohio,  who  deserves  everlasting 
praise  for  his  noble  guidance  of  the 
fraternity  in  this  time  of  great  need 
and  his  continued  interest  in  the 
group  throughout  its  entire  life. 
Later  a  stock  company  was  formed 
which  was  known  as  the  Ohio  Alpha 
Chapter  Company.  Since  then  the 
obstacles  in  the  road  of  progress  have 
been  gradually  cleared  away  and  the 
chapter  is  a  fine  specimen  of  financial 
stability  and  is  one  of  the  finest 
groups  of  men  on  the  campus. 

From  year  to  year,  by  careful  selec- 
tion of  the  better  type  of  men,  the 
chapter  has  been  able  to  hold  a  posi- 
tion second  to  none.  From  the  very 
beginning  Ohio  Alphans  have  been 
looked  upon  as  leaders,  and  have 
been  able  to  carry  that  reputation 
with  them  up  to  the  present  time; 
and  in  the  eyes  of  the  university  we 
represent  a  standard  of  what  we  be- 
lieve fraternity  men  should  be. 

On  returning  to  the  jubilee  itself 
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we  find  the  proof  of  what  has  passed 
on  before  us,  those  men  that  helped 
to  make  the  fraternity  what  it  is  to' 
day.  Men  from  the  various  grad- 
uating classes  returned  to  see  their 
old  friends,  as  well  as  to  see  how  the 
active  chapter  was  getting  along. 
Twenty-five  years  placed  nothing 
ahead  of  their  fraternity  as  was 
shown  hy  the  number  who  came  back. 
The  hardships,  trials  and  sacrifices 
of  these  men  gave  to  them  something 
which  they  will  cherish  for  life — "the 
spirit  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.11  This 
spirit  is  portrayed  by  the  way  they 
enjoyed  the  program  which  the  active 
chapter  had  in  store  for  them.  Pre- 
vious to  the  "main  go"  the  brothers 
labored  consistently  in  the  decoration 
and  re-decoration  of  the  house.  But 
the  boys  were  only  too  glad  to  do 
something  to  make  the  "old  timers" 
feel  that  their  labors  had  not  been  in 
vain,  and  that  their  presence  was 
greatly  appreciated. 

On  the  eve  of  the  twenty-fifth  of 
October  brothers,  young  and  old, 
mingled  together  in  one  of  the  best 
frolics  the  house  has  ever  witnessed 
By  special  permission  from  the  uni- 
versity the  chapter  was  allowed  to 
give  a  dance  as  part  of  the  program. 


This  wasn't  the  best  part  of  the 
Jubilee,  but  it  was  the  part  that  re- 
newed old  times  and  gave  atmos- 
phere to  the  whole  affair.  The  best 
part  of  the  program  was  the  Jubilee 
Banquet  on  the  following  day,  Sun- 
day the  twenty-sixth.  First,  though, 
the  chapter  had  a  surprise  for  the 
Alumni.  At  10  a.  m.  of  that  day  the 
brothers  had  the  privilege  of  initiat- 
ing Mr.  John  H.  Taft  into  the  bonds 
of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  as  an  honorary 
member.  Mr.  Taft  is  a  prominent 
business  man  in  Chicago  and  a  noted 
alumnus  of  Ohio  Northern.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  university  and  the  donor  of  the 
new  gymnasium. 

At  the  banquet  Dr.  Freeman,  head 
of  the  English  department,  presided 
as  toastmaster,  while  members  of  the 
various  classes  reviewed  past  activi- 
ties. Lloyd  Gardener,  on  behalf  of 
the  alumni,  presented  to  Robert  Biggs 
of  the  class  of  '30  the  scholarship 
prize  for  having  attained  the  highest 
grades  among  the  brothers  during  the 
last  school  year.  Following  the  ban- 
quet the  trustees  held  a  short  meet- 
ing and  our  Silver  Anniversary  came 
to  an  end — save  in  the  memories  of 
those  who  were  in  attendance.

THE  national  collegiate  fraternity 
must  justify  itself  if  it  is  to  con' 
tinue  to  exist.  It  must  define  its  pur- 
pose and  it  must  logically  attempt  to 
attain  that  purpose.  With  intelligent 
men  the  day  of  ballyhooing,  of  "For 
God,  for  country,  and  for  Yale,"  is 
over.  Increased  expense  hiding  be- 
hind weak  sentimentality,  a  few 
Greek  letters,  a  password,  and  a  pious 
pronouncement  of  brotherhood  will 
not  longer  satisfy  level-headed  deans, 
practical  parents,  and  intelligent  un- 
dergraduates. 

The  first  Greek  letter  fraternities 
grew  up  in  Eastern  colleges  as  literary 
organisations.  They  gave  their  mem- 
bers opportunity  to  develop  them- 
selves along  literary  and  oratorical 
lines.  Today  this  field  is  pre-empted 
by  such  organizations  as  Delta  Sigma 
Rho,  Sigma  Upsilon,  and  others.  The 
period  of  greatest  growth  for  the  col- 
legiate fraternity  came  with  the  de- 
velopment of  the  great  state  universi- 
ties. The  urge  for  education  created 
a  housing  problem  that  could  not 
quickly  be  met  by  the  state.  There- 
fore the  fraternity  was  fostered  by 
college  administrators  as  a  solution  of 
this  problem.  It  provided  adequate 
rooms  and  a  makeshift  home  atmos- 
phere. Today  that  need  has  been  met 
by  the  building  of  dormitories.  Then 
for  what  purpose  does  the  fraternity 
exist  today?  How  can  it  justify  it- 
self? Without  a  doubt  a  purpose, 
without  justification,  and  confronted 
by  adverse  criticism  on  all  sides,  it 
must  before  long  sink  into  oblivion. 

But  the  fraternity  is  not  going  to 
sit  tamely  by  and  see  its  hard  earned 


position  lost  through  carelessness.  It 
can  and  will  justify  itself  handsome- 
ly. It  has  a  purpose,  a  work  to  be 
done.  And  no  other  organization  can 
perform  that  function — do  that  work 
as  well  or  as  expeditiously.  That 
function,  as  I  see  it,  is  the  coopera- 
tion with  the  college  in  training  men 
for  leadership,  taking  the  unformed 
mind  and  developing  in  it  capacity 
for  leadership  in  thought  and  action. 
Each  fraternity  man  should,  upon 
graduation,  be  a  better  man  than  he 
was  when  he  entered  the  organization 
because  of  his  fraternal  associations 
Politics  and  business  need  honest 
men,  men  motivated  by  the  highest 
ideals  of  loyalty  and  service.  They 
need  men  who  can  lead  the  masses 
through  the  filth  and  mire  of  modern 
times  to  solid  ground.  The  fraternity 
man  must  assume  this  responsibility. 
Three  years  ago  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
fraternity  realized  that  the  fraternity 
had  once  again  the  opportunity  of 
setting  the  pace  for  all  fraternities. 
It  realized  that  the  only  way  leaders 
could  be  developed  was  through  edu- 
cation, through  the  placing  of  the 
proper  emphasis  upon  high  scholar- 
ship. The  Seattle  Conclave  showed 
that  the  fraternity  as  a  whole  was 
cognizant  of  the  situation  and  in- 
tended to  cooperate.  The  Bigwin 
Conclave,  perhaps  the  most  construc- 
tive of  all  with  its  record  of  worth- 
while legislation,  reaffirmed  and 
strengthened  the  position  taken  at 
Seattle.  Today  we  have  the  most 
complete,  most  thorough,  and  most 
workable   scholastic   program   of   any 
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national     fraternity    or    sorority     in 
existence. 

It  would  be  unwise  within  the 
limits  of  this  article  to  do  more  than 
briefly  summarize  the  essential  feat- 
tures  of  this  program.  The  Seattle 
Conclave  defined  poor  individual  and 
chapter  scholarship  and  provided 
mandatory  penalties.  Any  chapter 
falling  below  the  all-men  average  of 
its  institution  was  to  be  placed  upon 
probation  and  to  be  deprived  of  all 


now. 
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social  privileges.  Every  man  falling 
below  the  average  required  for  grad- 
uation was  subject  to  suspension  and 
for  a  successive  failure  subject  to  ex- 
pulsion. The  chairman  of  the  na- 
tional scholarship  committee  was, 
however,  given  authority  at  his  dis- 
cretion to  suspend  the  penalties  when 
mitigating  circumstances  warranted. 
I  was  not  whole-heartedly  in  favor 
of  this  program  at  the  time  nor  am  I 
It  seemed  too  harsh,  too  severe 
on  many  chapters,  too  unen- 
forceable without  the  active 
cooperation  of  the  sub-chap- 
ters. My  experience  of  two 
years  as  chairman  have  justi- 
fied my  beliefs  and  at  the 
same  time  have  showed  me 
the  value  of  this  legislation. 
Every  chapter  placed  on  pro- 
bation last  year  made  great 
strides  in  scholarship.  Mis- 
souri Beta,  for  instance, 
jumped  from  probation  to 
first  place.  This  program,  if 
voluntarily  adopted  by  each 
active  sub-chapter,  will  ma- 
terially aid  in  solving  the 
scholastic  problems.  If  rigid- 
ly enforced  by  the  national 
committee  without  sub-chap- 
ter cooperation,  it  will  re- 
sult in  serious  friction  and 
discord.  Combined  with  the 
Bigwin  program  it  can  solve 
all  scholastic  problems  and 
give  us  undisputed  first  place 
scholastically  in  the  frater- 
nity world. 

The  Bigwin  Conclave  re- 
affirmed the  position  taken  at 
Seattle  but  authorized  a  new 
point  of  attack.  Whereas  the 
fraternity  in  192  8  con- 
demned poor  scholarship  and 
provided  suitable  penalties, 
in  1930  we  emphasized  ex- 
cellence in  scholarship  and 
provided     suitable     rewards. 
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The  present  program  is  in  three  parts, 
each  as  important  as  the  other,  and 
each  depending  on  the  other  for  com- 
plete realization.  First,  the  placing  in 
each  active  sub-chapter  of  a  scholar- 
ship plaque  upon  which  will  be  en-

graved  the  name  of  the  high  point 
scholarship  man  each  year.  These 
plaques  have  been  designed  by  Bal- 
four and  it  is  hoped  that  every  alumni 
board  will  purchase  one  for  the  active 
chapter.  Second,  the  establishment  of 
the  Clifford  B.  Scott  memorial  medal 
for  excellence  in  scholarship.  This 
medal  in  gold  and  suitably  inscribed  is 
to  be  awarded  each  year  to  the  man 
whose  name  is  placed  upon  the  schol- 
arship plaque  in  each  chapter.  It  is  a 
lasting  memorial  to  the  late  Clifford 
B.  Scott  who  more  than  any  other 
man  typified  the  ideals  for  which  we 
stand.  Thirdly,  $1,000  a  year  is  set 
aside  from  the  general  funds  to  pro- 
vide cash  awards  to  chapters;  $500  of 
this  $1,000  is  to  be  distributed  each 
year  to  those  chapters  attaining  first 
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rank  in  scholarship  on  their  respective 
campuses,  $500  to  be  distributed  to 
those  chapters  showing  the  greatest 
improvement  in  scholarship  in  any 
one  year.  It  is  hoped  that  these  re- 
wards will  provide  the  necessary  in- 
dividual and  chapter  urge  for  im- 
proved scholastic  standing. 

Perhaps  it  may  seem  that  we  are 
placing  too  great  an  emphasis  upon 
scholarship.  But  research  has  shown 
conclusively  that  under  the  severe 
strain  of  modern  competition  today, 
the  man  who  has  a  thorough  ground- 
work of  education  has  a  tremendous 
advantage  over  all  others.  This  ad- 
vantage may  not  show  for  ten  or  fif- 
teen years  after  graduation,  but  sta- 
tistics prove  that  the  college  men  in 
important  positions  today  are  almost 
invariably  men  who  were  good  stu-

dents  in  undergraduate  days.  This 
fact,  combined  with  the  realization 
that  the  life  of  the  fraternity  will  soon 
be  over  unless  it  can  justify  itself, 
should  bring  about  a  spiritual  and 
idealistic  revival  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
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Substantial  o4dditions  e5%ade  to  the  List

The  Great  Southwest  and  Contiguous  Sections  Visioned  as 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  s  "Land  of  1 'omorrow"

Comparatively  speaking,  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  has  but  recently 
gone  into  that  section  of  the  country 
which,  for  the  purposes  of  this  arti' 
tide,  will  be  referred  to  as  the  South- 
west— Texas,  Oklahoma,  New  Mex- 
ico, and  Arizona — a  section  famed  in 
fact  and  fiction,  song  and  story,  for 
its  wealth  of  romance  and  resources. 
At  the  very  heart  of  what  we  have 
called  the  Southwest,  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon is  represented  by  New  Mexico 
Alpha,  installed  in  1929  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Mexico  at  Albuquer- 
que. On  the  east  of  New  Mexico 
lie  Texas  and  Oklahoma  and  on  the 
west  Arizona.  In  three  of  these  states 
there  are  chapters — Oklahoma  Alpha, 
New  Mexico  Alpha,  and  Texas 
Alpha — but  these  chapters  are  sep- 
arated by  distances  difficult  of  com- 
prehension by  the  easterner.  In  Ne- 
vada and  Utah,  which  come  within 
the  scope  of  this  article  only  because 
they  are  contiguous  to  what  has  been 
called  the  Southwest,  there  are,  as 
in  Arizona,  no  chapters  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon. 

The  first  move  in  the  direction  of 
this  great  section  was  made  in  1920 
with  the  installation  of  Oklahoma 
Alpha  at  Stillwater.  For  nine  years 
the  work  of  this  chapter  was  watched 
with    interest   as   were    the    develop- 


ments of  the  part  of  the  country  in 
which  it  was  located  and  the  swift 
unearthing  of  potentialities  pregnant 
with  possibilities  for  fraternity  organ- 
ization. As  a  result  of  the  observa- 
tion of  this  development  and  of  these 
potentialities  New  Mexico  Alpha  was 
established  in  1929  to  be  followed 
shortly  thereafter  by  the  installation 
of  Texas  Alpha  in  1930.  The  pas- 
sage of  time  has  seen  the  fullest  ex- 
pectations of  those  who  were  respon- 
sible! for  the  pioneering  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  in  this  section  more  than  car- 
ried out. 

There  are  at  present  something 
more  than  five  hundred  Sig  Eps  in 
the  Southwest  (Texas,  Oklahoma, 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona).  It  is  in- 
teresting to  observe  that  out  of  this 
number  a  rather  large  percentage 
come  from  states  other  than  those  in 
the  Southwest.  In  going  through  the 
rolls  of  those  brothers  who  have  come 
to  make  their  homes  in  New  Mexico, 
for  instance,  the  fact  that  the  old 
pioneering  spirit  is  neither  dead  nor 
quiescent,  but  is  instead  quite  active, 
is  found  in  the  fact  that  of  the  total 
number  of  Sig  Eps  in  New  Mexico 
slightly  more  than  one-third  are  from 
other  states  and  chapters  than  New 
Mexico  Alpha — from  ten  states  and 
twelve     chapters     representing     very 
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nearly  every  section  of  the  country. 
The  extent  of  the  growth  of  Sig  Ep 
population  by  immigration  in  addition 
to  the  natural  growth  by  initiation  is 
ample  evidence,  it  would  seem,  of  the 
need  that  existed  and  still  exists  for 
chapters  in  the  district  for  which  New 
Mexico  has  been  taken  as  an  example. 
For  what  is  true  of  the  rolls  of  New 
Mexico  is  also  true  of  the  member- 
ship of  Texas, — even  more  so  per- 
haps.  Of  course  in  Oklahoma,  as  a  re 
suit  of  the  ten  years  of  history  behind 
Oklahoma  Alpha,  the  membership  is 
largely  native  and  even  with  addi- 
tions from  immigration  the  state  may 
still  be  looked  on  as  an  Oklahoma 
Alpha  citadel.  This  condition  cannot 
be  said  to  be  true  in  New  Mexico  as 
has  been  seen,  or  in  Texas,  in  which 
two  states  are  found  more  than  half 
of  the  Sig  Ep  population  in  the 
Southwest.  Of  this  population  more 
than  one-third  is  from  states  and 
chapters  as  widely  separated  as  Mich- 
igan Alpha,  Colorado  Alpha,  Califor- 
nia Beta,  and  Virginia  Eta.  In  the 
light  of  these  conditions  still  another 
reason  for  the  need  of  chapters  in  the 
Southwest  and  bordering  states  be- 
comes apparent.    For  it  is  always  wise 


to  have  an  agency  that  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  keep  affiliates  reminded  of 
their  connections.  With  the  installa- 
tion of  these  chapters  points  have 
been  provided  around  which  Sig  Eps 
already  in  these  states  could  crystal- 
line, form,  hold  a  common  interest. 
Such  needful  points  of  interest  serve 
to  arouse  men  from  the  lethargy  in 
affairs  fraternal  which  sometimes  falls 
upon  them  at  graduation.  With  ac- 
tive and  alumni  chapters  in  this  sec- 
tion, Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  able  to 
keep  more  definitely  in  touch  with 
what  might  be  called  her  transient 
membership,  in  addition  to  developing 
the  potentialities  already  discovered  in 
a  vast  territory  which  is  and  has  been 
characterized  by  progress.  This  abil- 
ity will  increase  in  the  same  ratio  as 
does  the  membership  in  the  present 
chapters  and  in  chapters  of  the  future. 

There  is  much  in  this  Land  of 
Manana,  which  in  the  Indian  tongue 
means  "land  of  tomorrow,"  which  is 
of  interest  to  Sigma  Phi  Epsilons.  Par- 
ticularly is  this  true  of  New  Mexico, 
which  is  again  used  as  an  example. 

The  first  white  man  to  have  visited 
New  Mexico  is  believed  to  have  been 
the  doughty  explorer  Coronado,  who 


Mittxion  of  San   Felipe  de  Neri,  Albuquerque,  New   Mexico 
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came  in  search  of  adventure  and  gold 
in  the  years  1540-42.  He  found 
much  adventure  but  little,  if  any, 
gold.  His  first  winter  in  this  new  land 
which  he  was  instrumental  in  open' 
ing  up,  was  spent  near  the  present 
city  of  Albuquerque  where  is  located 
New  Mexico  Alpha.  Coronado  and 
the  tradition  surrounding  him  play  an 
especially  important  part  in  the 
scheme  of  things  at  New  Mexico 
Alpha.     For  him  the  Coronado  Club 


Administration  Building,  University  of  New  Mexico,  which  takes 
the   pueblo   as   its   model 


out  of  which  New  Mexico  grew,  took 
its  name.  To  him  is  accorded  the 
veneration  of  patron  saint  by  the  pres- 
ent chapter.  His  example  of  daunt- 
less courage  and  persistence,  and  the 
urge  to  be  ever  about  new  and  greater 
conquests,  which  serves  as  the  inspira- 
tion of  New  Mexico  Alpha  might 
well  be  adopted  by  all  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilons  in  the  Southwest. 

Albuquerque,  where  New  Mexico 
Alpha  is  located,  was  founded  by  the 
Duke  of  Albuquerque.  For  some 
time  it  was  called  San  Francisco  de 
Albuquerque;  however,  with  its  con- 
tinued growth  it  became  known  as 
Albuquerque  or  Duke  City.  In  the 
old  town,  the  seat  of  Spanish  in- 
fluence, one  can  see  the  plaza  where 
people    came    to    trade,   the    narrow 


streets,  the  adobe  houses,  and  the  old 
Spanish  mission  of  San  Felipe  De 
Neri.  To  the  east  of  the  city,  fifteen 
thousand  feet  above  sea  level,  are  the 
Sandia  mountains,  through  which 
there  is  a  drive  that  is  very  beautiful 
and  commands  many  panoramic 
views.  The  name  Sandia  means 
"watermelon1''  and  was  given  by  the 
Indians  because  of  the  shape  of  some 
of  the  mountains.  To  the  west  of  the 
city  five  volcanos  line  the  horizon  and 
down  through  the  val' 
ley  runs  the  slow  and 
turgid  Rio  Grande. 

Close  to  Albuquer- 
que there  is  a  unique 
Indian  village,  Isleta, 
connected  in  its  history 
with  Coronado  the  pat- 
ron of  New  Mexico 
Alpha.  Strings  of  chili 
and  corn  hang  from  the 
adobe  houses  close  to 
the  narrow,  crooked 
streets.  In  the  center 
of  the  village  is  a  cir- 
cular plaza  for  cere- 
monials and  dances, 
dances  far  different 
from  our  own  frater- 
nity dances.  Here  the  men  do  all  the 
dancing  and  the  women  look  on  On 
the  left  of  the  plaza  is  one  of  the 
oldest  churches  in  America  This 
church  in  Isleta  was  started  by  Coro- 
nado but  not  completed  and  was 
partially  destroyed  by  fire  in  1680, 
the  year  of  the  Indian  uprising 
against  the  Spaniards.  Later  it  was 
rebuilt. 

Associated  as  the  church  is  with 
Coronado,  it  holds  particular  interest 
for  members  of  New  Mexico  Alpha. 
It  was  finished  with  the  aid  of  the 
Indians,  who  worked  tirelessly  at  their 
task.  The  base  of  the  church  is  twen- 
ty feet  thick,  an  indication  of  the 
abiding  faith  of  the  Spaniards  in  the 
Indians.  The  logs  of  the  roof  and 
ceiling  are  all  hand  carved  and  were 
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carried  many  miles  overland  by  the 
Indians. 

Several  miles  further  down  the  val- 
ley is  the  most  picturesque  of  all  the 
pueblos,  Acoma  or  the  Enchanted 
Mesa.  Having  been  driven  from  place 
to  place  the  Indians  finally  settled 
here  upon   a   high   mesa   cut   off   on

all  sides  but  one  by  precipitous  cliffs, 
and  even  the  side  that  was  scalable 
was  difficult. 

North  from  Albuquerque  is  Santa 
Fe,  made  famous  in  the  days  of  the 
pioneers.  Santa  Fe  is  a  modern  city 
with  a  touch  of  the  old  charm  linger- 
ing. In  the  plaza  there  is  a  granite 
stone  that  is  inscribed,  ""The  End  of 
the  Santa  Fe  Trail." 
Here  the  caravans 
ended  their  long  trek 
across  the  desert  sands. 
Across  the  street  from 
the  plaza  stands  one 
of  the  most  romantic 
buildings  in  New  Mex- 
ico, for  here  General 
Kearney  raised  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  for 
the  first  time  in  New 
Mexico  and  here  Lew 
Wallace  wrote  "Ben 
Hur,"      besides     other 


famous  men  who  lived  and  died  here 
and  the  numerous  battles  fought 
around  the  historic  old  building. 

The  Indians  of  the  section  have 
many  curious  customs,  some  of  which 
are  of  especial  interest  to  fraternity 
members. 

Each   Indian   tribe  is  composed  of 
clans  named  for  objects 
that  they  know  or  have 
reason  to  need,  such  as 
turquoise,  corn,  beaver, 
flint.  Every  clan  has  its 
own     Kiva     or     lodge 
where  the  secret  ritual 
of  the  clan  is  held.   No 
white"   man   or    Indian 
woman  may  enter  any 
of  these  Kivas.  Here  in 
the    Indian    tribes    we 
find     what     might     be 
called  the  first  Ameri- 
can    fraternities,     for 
they  are  fraternities  in 
the  truest  sense  of  the 
word  and  are  very  sim- 
ilar to  our  own  Greek  letter  frater- 
nities as  we  know  them  today.    The 
Indian  clans  use  their  novitiates  much 
as  the  fraternities  used  to  during  Hell 
Week  except  that  Hell  Week  was  mild 
compared  to  the  ordeals  put  upon  the 
young  Indian  novice.   The  pledge,  for 
such  we  may  call  the  novice,  is  first 
starved  for  a  period,  then  he  is  pad- 


Ceremonial  Indian  Dance   (Pueblo  in  background) 
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died  as  long  as  he  is  able  to  endure 
the  pain,  made  to  run  a  long  distance, 
and  to  perform  other  feats  of  physi- 
cal  prowess  and  endurance.  All  this 
precedes  the  real  initia- 
tion which  takes  place 
in  the  Kiva  where  the 
serious  and  secret  ritual 
is  performed. 

Such,  in  part,  is  the 
land  in  which  Coro' 
nado  sought  for  gold 
and  adventure,  a  land 
in  which  reminders  of 
the  past  are  closely  in' 
termingled  with  evi- 
dences of  the  wealth 
and  prosperousness 
which  typifies  that  sec- 
tion of  the  country  to- 


day, a  land  proud  of  its  past  and  eager 
for  the  future.  The  spirit  of  Coro- 
nado  beckons  toward  the  Land  of 
Manana.

DEMERIT  SYSTEM  FOR  FRESHMEN  DISCIPLINE  EXPLAINED  IN 
FULL  BY  ITS  AUTHOR 


The  bald  outline  of  a  demerit  sys' 
tern  for  freshmen  discipline  as  ex- 
pressed  by  former  Traveling  Secretary 
Clarence  Freeark  in  a  conversation 
which  took  place  at  the  Central  Of- 
fice during  the  summer  months  was 
set  forth  editorially  in  the  September 
issue  of  the  Journal.  The  interest 
aroused  by  this  outline  prompted 
Brother  Freeark  to  set  down  his  ideas 
on  this  vital  subject  in  more  detail. 
Here  they  are.  We  commend  them  to 
you  with  all  the  enthusiasm  and  fer- 
vor  which  printer's  ink  allows: 

The  object  of  punishment  is  twofold :  to 
deter  others  from  committing  the  same  offense 
and  to  reform  those  who  have  committed  an 
offense.  The  object  of  training  is  also  two- 
fold :  to  assure  efficient  performance  and  to 
make  punishment  unnecessary.  If  a  man  is 
properly  instructed  in  his  duties  and  is  made 
to  see  the  "why"  and  "wherefore"  of  the 
tasks  assigned  to  him,  there  is  not  much 
excuse  for  continued  failures  to  perform  un- 
less he  is  careless,  indifferent  or  is  not  amen- 
able  to  discipline. 

But  in  addition  to  fine  training  there  must 
be  a  way  of  disciplining  the  members  of  an 
organization  or  business.  It  is  not  given  to 
very  many  people  to  deliver  a  full  perform- 
ance every  day  without  being  prodded  every 
once  in  a  while.  That  is  why  there  are  so 
few  real  leaders  in  the  world.  Someone  must 
be  eternally  efficient  in  every  successful  busi- 
ness. 

One  of  the  fundamental  tasks  of  business 
is  to  train  the  human  beings  that  perform 
the  functions  of  business.  The  business  man 
who  trains  best  will  build  the  best  organiza- 
tion and  enrich  himself  and  his  organization 
accordingly.  A  business  is  judged  by  its  rep- 
resentatives. Hence,  it  is  vital  that  every  one 
in  an  organization  catch  the  spirit  of  its 
leader  and  perform  his  duties  and  serve  the 
public  in  a  manner  that  will  reflect  credit 
upon  the  organization.  After  all  the  profit- 
able operation  of  that  business  provides  each 
member  of  it  with  a  livelihood  and  each  one 
has   a    vital    interest   in    its    continued   success. 

In  the  business  world  there  are  various 
ways  and  means  of  administering  discipline. 
Each  employe  knows  that  his  compensation 
and  promotion  in  an  organization  depends 
upon  himself  and  the  way  he  attends  to 
business.  If  he  is  frequently  "called  on  the 
carpet,"  his  chances  for  salary  increases  and 
advancement  to  a  position  of  greater  respon- 
sibility are  retarded.  If  his  derelictions  con- 
tinue, his  services  will  ultimately  be  dispensed 
with.     These  things  effect  his  bread  and  butter 


and  are  a  constant  incentive  for  him  to  do 
his  work  well  and  abide  by  the  policies  of 
conscientious  effort  good  conduct  and  con- 
genial relations  with  his  fellow  employes  and 
superiors.  Delayed  promotion  and  possible 
loss  of  employment  are  potent  implements  of 
discipline  in  the  hands  of  the  business  execu- 
tive. 

"All  right,  I  get  your  analogy,"  says  an 
undergraduate,  "but  what  has  the  fraternity 
chapter  got  to  use  as  a  club  analagous  to  the 
business  man's  weapon?"    The  answer  is: 

Deferred  Initiation  and  Uultimate  Breaking 
of   the   Pledge. 

First  of  all,  start  the  pledge  off  right.  Ex- 
plain to  him  that  he  is  on  probation  and  that 
his  conduct  during  that  period  of  probation 
will  determine  his  fitness  for  membership  in 
the  fraternity.  Make  it  plain  that  the  tasks 
assigned  to  him  are  not  for  the  purpose  of 
reducing  him  to  a  menial  status.  Those  tasks 
are  necessary  to  the  proper  maintenance  and 
functioning  of  the  chapter  and  he  must  know 
what  they  are  and  how  to  do  them  well.  In 
two  years  the  responsibility  of  running  the 
chapter  will  be  upon  his  shoulders  and  unless 
he  knows  what  needs  to  be  done  and  how 
to  do  it  well,  he  will  not  be  prepared  to  fulfill 
his  responsibility  of  leadership.  Unless  a  man 
can  take  as  well  as  execute  orders,  he  can 
never  hope  to  give  orders  to  others.  Fresh- 
man duties  are  designed  to  train  freshmen 
to  do  a  job  thoroughly  and  promptly.  If  a 
job  is  worth  doing  at  all,  it  is  worth  doing 
well. 

Make  plain  to  a  freshman  that  he  must 
respect  all  upperclassmen  and  make  it  equally 
plain  t->  all  upperclassmen  that  they  shall  not 
take  advantage  of  this  situation  and  humiliate 
a  freshman.  Instruct  the  pledge  in  matters 
of  gentlemanly  conduct  and  common  rules  of 
etiquette.  Let  him  know  what  he  must  do 
and    also    what    he    must    not    do. 

Let  there  be  complete  understanding  of  all 
these  matters  between  all  freshmen  and  all 
upperclassmen.  There  are  a  few  fundamental 
principles  of  administering  discipline  that 
must   be    followed : 

If  a  pledge  fails  in  a  duty  or  violates  any 
of  the  rules  of  the  house,  call  his  attention 
to  it  immediately.  Do  not  wait  until  the 
chapter  meeting  the  following  week  to  bring 
the  matter  up  before  the  chapter  and  vote 
to  discipline  the  erring  freshman.  The  pledge 
shall  have  forgotten  the  incident  and  the  pun- 
ishment will  only  tend  to  create  resentment. 

There  must  be  no  favoritism  shown  to  any 
of  the  pledges.  Discipline  must  be  adminis- 
tered without  fear,  favor  or  discrimination. 
It  is  human  nature  to  favor  some  individuals 
over  others.  Many  business  executives  plant 
the  seeds  of  dissension  and  discord  in  their 
organizations  because  of  their  failure  to  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  they  are  playing  favorites 
or    arc   unable   to   overcome    that    weakness. 

If  one  uppcrclassman  disciplines  a  pledge 
by  reprimanding  him,  whether  he  is  right  or 
wrong,    another    upperclassman     should    never 
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take  issue  with  him  in  front  of  the  pledge. 
Such  action  would  destroy  the  prestige  of  the 
first  upperclassman  and  weaken  his  authority 
in  the  future.  It  would  be  far  better  to  wait 
until  the  two  upperclassmen  were  alone  and 
then    discuss    the    matter. 

The  upperclassmen  of  a  fraternity  chapter 
are  confronted  with  one  of  the  most  difficult 
problems  in  the  handling  of  human  beings. 
They  mingle  socially  and  on  a  friendly  basis 
with  those  whom  they  must  also  instruct  and 
discipline.  It  is  rather  a  paradox  that  these 
young  men  with  practically  no  experience 
should  be  called  upon  to  handle  such  a  deli- 
cate problem.  The  pledge  must  learn  where 
to  draw  the  line  between  social  and  friendly 
contact  and  the  business  phase  of  their  asso- 
ciation with  upperclassmen.  The  upperclass- 
man should  strive  to  maintain  the  respect  of 
the  pledge  by  his  fair  treatment  and  by  not 
doing  things  which  are  denied  the  pledge.  An 
upperclassman  should  seek  to  lead  the  pledge 
rather  than  drive  him.  He  should  endeavor 
to  stimulate  the  pledge  to  do  things  cheerfully 
and  willingly  by  fair  and  decent  treatment, 
rather  than  force  the  pledge  to  work  by  the 
exercise    of    his    authority. 

After  this  preliminary  background  is  estab- 
lished, lay  down  a  system  of  demerits  which 
places  the  destiny  of  the  pledge  in  his  own 
hands.  The  derelictions  of  the  pledge  can 
usually  be  classified  under  three  heads :  In- 
subordination ;  acts  of  omission  and  commis- 
sion, and  ungentlemanly  conduct.  Insubordi- 
nation covers  disrespect  to  upperclassmen, 
failure  or  reluctance  to  perform  small  im- 
promptu errands,  disobedience  and  similar 
derelictions.  Acts  of  omission  include  failure 
to  perform  regular  routine  tasks  and  special 
duties.  Acts  of  commission  embrace  violation 
of  house  rules,  fraternity  and  campus  tradi- 
tions. Ungentlemanly  conduct  needs  little  ex- 
planation but  includes  profanity  in  the  par- 
lors or  at  the  table,  excessive  profanity  any- 
where, roughhouse  in  the  parlors,  drunken- 
ness and  the  failure  to  observe  the  common 
usages  of  a  gentleman.  These  descriptions 
are  not  all  inclusive  but  merely  suggestive. 
It  is  believed  that  all  the  derelictions  of  a 
pledge  can  be  classified  under  these  three 
neads,    however. 

It  should  not  be  necessary  to  reprimand  a 
pledge  more  than  twice  for  the  same  kind  of 
an  offense.  A  man  who  did  not  learn  from 
a  past  experience  is  not  progressive.  If  he 
fails  to  "take  a  tumble  to  himself"  after  two 
reprimands  it  is  an  indication  of  carelessness 
or  indifference.  If  three  reprimands  do  not 
hring  the  proper  results,  the  case  is  hopeless. 
It  frequently  takes  a  climax  to  jar  us  out 
of   a  rut   and   give  us   the   proper   perspective. 

When  a  man  is  pledged,  place  in  his  keep- 
ing fifty  demerits.  Inform  him  that  he  will 
he  charged  with  five  demerits  for  every  in- 
fraction of  the  rules  and  for  each  failure  to 
perform  his  duties.  If  thirty  demerits  should 
he  charged  against  him  before  the  regular 
time  of  initiation,  his  initiation  will  auto- 
matically be  deferred  for  sixty  days.  If 
during  the  sixty  day  period,  fifteen  additional 
demerits  should  be  charged  against  him.  his 
initiation  will  be  postponed  an  additional  thirty 
days.  If  during  this  extended  period  of  pro- 
bation, he  is  given  five  more  demerits,  his 
pledge    will    automatically    be    broken. 

The  chapter  should  print  up  a  chart  with 
a  space  for  the  name  of  the  pledges  with  a 
line  thereafter  graduated  into  fifty  divisions. 
The  chapter  should  post  the  chart  where 
pledges  and  members  may  see  it  whenever 
they  desire.  The  secretary  or  pledge  super- 
visor should  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
for   keeping  the   chart  up   to  date. 

Safeguards    must   be    set    up    to    prevent    an 


upperclassman  from  "riding"  a  pledge.  Be- 
fore each  meeting,  a  meeting  of  the  council 
or  executive  committee  should  be  held  to  hear 
all  cases  for  demerits.  A  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  committee  should  be  necessary  before  a 
pledge  is  charged  demerits.  The  pledge  should 
then  be  called  into  metting  and  told  that  he 
has  been  charged  with  certain  demerits  and 
the    offense    committed. 

A  demerit  system  is  a  constructive  plan  of 
discipline.  Paddling  is  not  constructive  and 
does  not  accomplish  what  many  persons  seem 
to  think  as  an  implement  of  discipline.  Like 
every  system,  a  demerit  system  is  worthless 
unless  it  is  faithfully  carried  into  execution.

Brother  Matthias  heads  the  student

instructor  in  Topographical  engineer- 
ing; and  he  is  faculty  adviser  of  the 
'Wisconsin  Engineer,  student  publica- 
tion  of  the  department.  He  was  edi- 
tor of  the  magazine  last  year. 

After  four  years  of  the  National 
Guard  and  a  like  number  in  the  Uni- 
versity R.  O.  T.  C.  unit,  he  now  holds 
a  commission  as  first  lieutenant  in  the 
reserve  infantry.

Archie  McDowell,  winner  of  last 
year's  Unknown  Donor  Scholarship 
at  the  University  of  New  Mexico, 
has  just  been  pledged  to  Pi  Gamma 
Mu,  national  social  science  fraternity. 

Epsilon  Tau  Epsilon,  the  Inter- 
fraternity  Council  of  the  University 
of  Richmond,  has  for  a  long  time 
recognized  the  importance  of  high 
scholarship  grades.  As  an  impetus 
for  seeking  higher  grades,  the  organ- 
ization awards  annually  a  beautiful 
cup  to  the  fraternity  with  the  highest 
all-man  average  for  the  entire  year. 
Moreover,  if  the  same  fraternity  wins 
the  cup  for  two  consecutive  years,  the 
cup  then  becomes  the  permanent  pos- 
session of  that  group. 

For  years  Virginia  Alpha  has 
sought  to  win  this  honor;  semester 
after  semester  the  average  took  sec- 
ond or  third  place,  occasionally  first 
place.  But  it  was  not  until  the  ses- 
sion of  1928-29  that  they  took  first 
place  with  an  all-man  average  of 
84.56.      Inspired    by    this,    the    boys 


strove  to  win  it  for  the  next  year,  thus 
gaining  permanent  possession  of  it. 
For  the  first  semester  of  the  following 
year  they  again  headed  the  lists  of 
averages  with  85.01.  They  were  sure 
now  that  they  had  a  good  chance. 
After  many  anxious  moments,  it  was 
finally  announced  that  they  topped 
the  yearly  averages  with  an  all-man 
average  of  85.51.  Hence  they  won 
the  cup  for  keeps.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  the  average  for  1929-30  is  almost 
a  whole  point  better  than  the  1928-29 
average.  They  owe  this  record  large- 
ly to  their  three  consecutive  chapter 
presidents,  Nevitt  Sanford,  Gene 
Ritter,  and  Wash  Winn.  Each  of 
these  was  an  excellent  leader;  each  of 
these  was  a  good  student,  in  fact  all 
except  Winn  has  made  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  he  will  most  likely  make 
it  next  Spring.  Each  of  these  took 
an  active  part  in  campus  activities 
and  made  Omicron  Delta  Kappa.

Bloomington,  111. 


Be  tolerant:   where  you  cannot  change  your  opinions  it  is  often 
possible  to  change  the  subject. — Barry   Pain. 
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What  with  the  increased  attention  on  the  part  of  fraternities  to  providing 
living  conditions  which  are  more  healthful  physically  and  mentally  than 
formerly,  with  the  establishment  of  chapter  libraries,  the  abolition  of  Hell 
Week  and  its  attendant  indignities,  the  establishment  of  Student  Loan  and 
Fellowship  Funds,  the  setting  up  of  Vocational  Committees,  the  enactment 
of  legislation  setting  up  scholarship  programs  with  penalties  for  non-attain- 
ment of  established  standards  and  rewards  for  scholastic  achievement  in  the 
form  of  scholarship  cups,  plaques,  and  medals,  to  say  nothing  of  monetary 
awards,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  grounds  for  anti  fraternity  sentiment 
are  diminishing  rapidly. 

The  fact,  however,  that  certain  of  the  larger  institutions  have  established 
"Houses11  and  "Quads,11  and  others  have  commissions  studying  systems  of 
student  housing  which  have  no  place  in  them  for  the  fraternity,  is  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  there  are  still  educators  and  administrators  who  are  question- 
ing whether  or  not  there  is  a  real  excuse  for  the  continued  existence  of  the 
American  college  fraternity,  and  whether  or  not  those  things  which  the  fra- 
ternity has  done  or  claimed  to  do  might  not  be  done  as  well  or  better  by  the 
college  or  university  itself. 

Certain  of  these  officials  have  already  reached  their  decisions  and,  there- 
fore, approach  the  question  of  fraternities  with  closed  minds.  In  such  case 
there  is  left  only  for  the  fraternity  to  make  the  most  of  a  regrettable  situation. 
Other  officials  who  still  question  the  usefulness  of  fraternities,  and  these  are 
distinctly  in  the  majority,  are  approaching  the  question  with  open  minds 
and  a  sincere  desire  to  discover  the  truth.  It  is  unfortunate  that  many  of 
them  must  judge  the  fraternity  by  criteria  applicable  to  fraternities  in  the 
old  days  when  they  were  social  in  the  narrowest  sense  of  the  word,  being 
little  more  than  dressed  up  boarding  clubs.  It  is  further  to  be  regretted  that 
such  information  concerning  fraternities  as  comes  to  these  inquiring  officials 
through  a  press  morbidly  sensational  is  not  of  such  kind  as  represents  the 
fraternity  of  today  and  never  of  such  nature  as  to  strengthen  in  anywise 
the  opinion  of  fraternities  in  the  official's  mind.  The  heroic  efforts  by  which 
a  chapter  advances  its  scholastic  position  from  a  discreditable  position  to  one 
which  wins  the  scholastic  award  of  its  Grand  Chapter;  the  fact  that  a  fra- 
ternity makes  possible,  through  Student  Loan  Funds,  the  continuation  in  school 
and  the  graduation  of  a   number  of  young   men   each   year  who  otherwise 
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would  have  found  it  impossible;  the  awarding  of  a  fellowship  making  possible 

continued  study;  the  placement  of  a  young  graduate  in  a  worthwhile  position 

with   congenial   surroundings  which   he  could   not  have  obtained   otherwise 

by  a  fraternity  Vocational  Committee;  these  and  other  similar  activities  which 

are  characteristic  of  fraternities  today  are  not  sensational,  have  little  "news 

value,"  and  therefore  rarely  ever  find  their  way  before  those  interested  in 

other  than  the  sensational.     Should  some  member  of  a  fraternity  commit  or 

be  suspected  of  committing  some  indiscretion,  however,  the  "news  value"  is 

present,  and  there  goes  forth  a  story  which  will  leave  no  doubt  about  the 

fact  that  that  person  involved  was  a  fraternity  man,  however  vague  may  be 

its  information  as  to  other  details. 

Because   of   these  conditions  the  conscientious   fraternity  man  will   take 

especial  care  to  avoid  doing  such  things  as  tend  to  put  his  fraternity  in  a 

questionable  position,  and  the   national  organization  of  the.  wise  fraternity 

will  no   longer  continue  to  hide   the  light  of  their  achievement  under  the 

bushel  of  silence.

The  "best  freshmen  on  the  campus11  is  the  opinion  of  the  several  pledge 
classes  expressed  in  nearly  every  chapter  news  letter.  Will  those  same  fresh- 
men be  the  "best  seniors11  when  they  come  to  graduate?  The  answer  lies 
not  so  much  with  the  freshmen  as  with  the  upperclassmen  in  whose  hands 
rests  their  training.  These  freshmen  are  now  in  the  midst  of  the  greatest 
period  of  readjustment  which  will  confront  them  in  a  life  time.  They  have 
made  a  greater  break  with  the  past  and  are  facing  more  starthngly  different 
conditions  than  will  ever  be  met  with  in  a  similar  period  of  time.  Being 
human  it  is  but  natural  that  they  should  meet  the  new  conditions  by  resorting 
to  the  age-old  method  of  imitation.  It  is  equally  reasonable  that  they  should 
select  for  imitation  their  brothers  or  soon-to-be  brothers  in  the  fraternity. 
The  responsibility  which  thus  falls  on  the  shoulders  of  the  upperclassmen  is 
a  great  one.  Like  most  responsibilities,  however,  it  is  at  the  same  time  a 
privilege  than  which  none  can  be  greater  than  the  moulding  of  the  lives  and 
characters  of  young  men — young  men  in  whose  hands  will  one  day  rest  the 
destiny  of  the  fraternity.  Experience  would  seem  to  bear  out  the  statement 
that  the  pledge  class  of  any  chapter  is  a  barometer  by  which  may  be  judged 
the  calibre  of  that  chapter  four  years  hence.  A  dilatory  freshman,  a  fresh- 
man who  shirks  duties  whether  they  be  in  the  class  room  or  connected  with 
the  running  of  the  house,  a  freshman  who  is  not  eager  to  sacrifice  some 
personal  pleasure  that  the  fraternity  may  be  benefitted,  whose  "date11  is  more 
important  than  prompt  attendance  of  pledge  meetings,  or  one  who  looks 
upon  the  chapter  house  merely  as  a  place  to  eat,  sleep,  and  receive  mail,  with 
no  thought  as  to  its  condition  or  reputation,  rarely  changes  his  habits  once 
they  have  been  formed.  The  time  to  begin  the  training  of  these  "best 
freshmen"  in  those  essentials  which  will  make  of  them  the  "best  seniors" 
is  now.  The  responsibility  rests  not  so  much  on  the  shoulders  of  the  freshmen 
as  on  those  of  their  mentors,  the  upperclassmen.

At  the  expenditure  of  considerable  time  and  money  the  verbatim  minutes 
of  each  Conclave  are  carefully  edited,  printed,  and  distributed  to  the  several 
chapters  that  they  might  be  fully  appraised  of  what  took  place,  and  have 
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the  benefit  of  the  discussions  engaged  in  by  that  assemblage  which  is  the 
seat  of  authority  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  These  minutes  are  mailed  to  one 
of  the  officers  of  the  chapter,  naturally.  Too  frequently  in  the  past  it  has 
been  their  fate  to  be  thrown  into  the  discard  when  read  only  by  the  officers 
to  whom  addressed — if  then.  Such  action  is  wasteful,  tends  to  defeat  the 
purpose  of  the  preparation  of  the  minutes,  and  cannot  be  condemned  too 
strongly.  If  they  are  to  achieve  the  purpose  designed  for  them  the  minutes 
should  be  read  and  carefully  digested  by  the  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  chapters.  The  more  important  parts  should  be  read  and  ex- 
plained  in  chapter  meetings  by  the  Conclave  delegate,  and  they  should  then 
be  placed  in  a  convenient  place  for  use  by  all  members  of  the  chapter.  Such 
action  would  make  for  a  more  intelligent  understanding  of  the  internal  work- 
ing of  the  fraternity,  its  policies,  its  achievements,  its  aims  and  ambitions,  as 
well  as  making  possible  an  exchange  of  ideas  between  the  chapters  from  all 
sections  of  the  country  represented  at  Conclave  which  would  otherwise  be 
impossible.

FRED  P.  INGRAM,  JR. 

Fred  P.  Ingram,  Jr.,  North  Caro- 
lina Beta,  was  killed  on  October  18 
in  an  automobile  accident  near  Fred- 
ericksburg, Virginia,  on  the  Rich- 
mond-Washington highway.  He  and 
four  Duke  University  students  were 
en  route  to  the  Duke-Navy  football 
game  at  Annapolis.  Two  of  the  Duke 
students,  James  Johnson  and  Henry 
Chapman,  were  also  killed,  and  the 
other  two  members  of  the  party  were 
injured. 

Brother  Ingram  was  the  19-year-old 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  P.  Ingram 
of  High  Point,  North  Carolina.  He 
was  graduated  from  High  Point  High 
School  in  1929,  where  he  was  promi- 
nent in  school  activities  and  a  star 
member  of  the  football  and  track 
teams.  He  was  also  very  much  in- 
terested in  scout  work,  and  was  the 
first  Eagle  Scout  in  the  entire  Vin- 
harrie  Council. 

He  was  in  his  second  year  at  North 
Carolina  State,  where  he  was  pursu- 
ing a  course  in  textile  manufacturing. 
His  short  career  in  college  was  marked 
by  the  acquisition  of  a  host  of  friends. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina State  Band  and  of  the  wrestling 
team  of  his  freshman  year  and  was 
one  of  the  best-liked  men  on  the 
campus. 

Fred's  passing  was  a  tremendous 
blow  to  the  chapter.  His  unfailing 
optimism  and  his  cheery  outlook  on 
life  brightened  up  every  person  and 
every  group  with  which  he  came  in 
contact,  and  his  enthusiastic  coopera- 
tion assured  the  success  of  anything 
with  which  he  was  associated.     His 


character  embodied  the  ideals  of  Sig- 
ma Phi  Epsilon  and  his  spirit  of 
loyalty  and  love  for  the  fraternity  will 
remain  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  his 
brothers  in  North  Carolina  Beta  as 
an  ever-present  inspiration. 

North  Carolina  Beta  attended  his 
funeral  at  Wesley  Memorial  Church 
in  High  Point  in  a  body,  along  with 
men  from  other  chapters  and  a  large 
delegation  of  students  from  North 
Carolina  State. 

In  addition  to  his  father  and 
mother,  Brother  Ingram  is  survived 
by  three  sisters:  Eloise,  a  student  at 
Duke  University;  Claire  Case,  a  stu- 
dent at  the  University  of  Tennessee; 
Joe,  a  baby;  and  two  small  brothers, 
Hal  and  Lawson.  North  Carolina 
Beta  and  the  fraternity  at  large  join 
with  them  in  their  great  loss  and  ex- 
tend to  them  the  deepest  sympathy  in 
their  bereavement  which  is  also  ours.
